| Painted Tin or Tole 
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By AGNES L. SASSCIER

Painted tin has long been admired 
by seasoned collectors as well as top 
notch decorators, so much so that it 
has been used as the focal point in 
the decorating and furnishing of 
many an old farmhouse. Its cheery 
presence has brightened dull days, 
for it falls comfortably into accord 
with its simple surroundings. 

It seems to teach out and embrace 
painted and stencilled chairs, cozy 
stools, painted cabinets, and dower 
chests. Even stencilled walls have 
been adapted to it. Add to these, col- 
orful braided or hooked rugs, and 
sporting pictures for the man of the 
house, and you have a happy solu- 
tion for an attractive all-year-round 
home. 

It is only natural that Tole Peinte 
(Tin Painted), its sophisticated 
French sister made also in England 
and on the ‘Continent, has been called 
in to give a lift to the drooping 
town house, for this ware played a 
very special part where Oriental lac- 
quer-ware would have been too cost- 
ly. Oriental lacquer-ware was ex- 
tremely popular, but beyond the purse 
of many of its admirers. It was to 
satisfy this growing demand that ex- 
periments were made to discover a 
worthy substitute. 

Toward this end Thomas Allgood 
came to Pontypool, Wales, in 1660, 
to experiment in the by-products of 
bituminous coal, He carried on his ex- 
periments in the Iron Works of John 


Hanbury, and was finally rewarded 
with a splendid varnish or lacquer. 
When tried on wood, however, it 
cracked or split under the firing. 

So further experiments went on, 
and soon Thomas Allgood arrived at 
a solution. He figured that as the 
Oriental lacquer was derived from 
the gum of a live tree, it was per- 
fect on wood; whereas, his varnish, 
having been derived from a mineral, 
should be perfect on metal. So, thin- 
ly rolled sheets of iron, tinned, were 
the result. 

The method used in the early days 
was to immerse the piece in the 
liquid varnish, called japanning. It 
was then set upon the stove or in the 
oven to dry. Directly upon these piec- 
es the decorations were painted in 
oil colors, to which a little asphaltum 
was added for wearing qualities. Of- 
ten various pigments were added to 
the varnish, and often the clear var- 
nish was applied to portions of a 
finished piece for protection. 

In these early times there were no 
die-cut patterns, so the craftsman 
cut his patterns free-hand from a 
sheet of tinned iron, with a huge 
shears. I like to think of these men 
as laying out a pattern for a 
caddy, box, ete., as carefully as a 
woman would set a pattern for a 
dress. Some of the seams were riveted 
together, but they were as beautiful- 
ly finished as a woman would sew 
a fine seam. 
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It is not to be wondered at that 
this ware became popular, and soon 
factories opened at Bilston, Wolver- 
hampton, and Birmingham. It was 
exported to the Continent and to the 
United States, and a factory opened 
at Stevens Plains, Maine, about 1798 
to 1800, which was perhaps the best 
known. This was the venture of Zach- 
ariah Brackett Stevens. At this time 
there were tinware factories in Con- 
necticut. 

Esther Stevens Brazer tells us that 
her great great-grandfather Zacha- 
riah was apparently apprenticed to 
Paul Revere, who is credited with 
a japanning factory in the mid-1700’s. 
It was in charge of an Englishman, 
Mr. Brisco, who taught japanning. 

This seems very plausible, for how 
else would Zachariah, who had been 
born and brought up in rural sur- 
roundings, have achieved the finished 
perfection that appears in his work? 
It was done in the English style, 
mainly in florals or small fruits, 
though a few landscapes are known. 

Sometime later Mr. Brisco came to 
Stevens Plains, which bears out the 
thought that Zachariah knew Brisco 
at an earlier time, perhaps at Mr. 
Revere’s. Mr. Brisco brought with 
him his wife and their five nieces, 
whom they had adopted. These were 
the Francis sisters. 

Evidently their uncle had taught 
them his skills, for they worked at 
the Stevens factory and decorated 
much of the ware. Sally, one of the 
nieces, was famous for her roses, 
and it is said that after her mar- 
riage she continued to paint, cover- | 
ing every available flat surface of / 
doors, tables, chairs, ete. with her | 
favorite flower. ig

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vens Plains, and Goodrich set up a 
factory. there. They brought with 
them the Connecticut technique, 
which followed the folk-art of Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and Bavaria. This 
was natural as many of them had 
come from the Old World. 

The two schools flourished side by 
side and sometimes co-mingled. The 
colors employed by the Connecticut 
school, as we would expect, were of- 
ten a vivid red, green, or yellow ac- 
cented with black. Sometimes, we find 
a dramatic white band outlining the 
top of a box, tray, caddy, etc. 

This acted as a foil for the fruits 
and leaves, and sometimes for the 
flowers placed against it. On the plain 
pieces the stems, leaves, and flow- 
ers were composed of skilfully grad- 
uated brush strokes. This technique 
sometimes required years to perfect, 
and is the sign of the expert. 

At Stevens Plains, Zachariah set 
the pattern for his employees, but 
he often worked on white for his 
“Brides” pieces. Many of these car- 
ried formal bouquets, sometimes ac- 
cented with gold tracings. At other 
times he used gold on white. He also 
used yellow for background color. His 
flowers have the quality of “having 
been washed over with a film of white. 

Several years ago Maud Pastor, 
who had a fine collection of painted 
tin, came to visit us in Chicago to 
see our collection. When she returned 
to Ohio she sent me the painting on 
artists’ paper of a tray decorated by 
Zachariah, and the painting had been 
done by his great great ganddaugh- 
ter, Esther Steven Brazer, and signed 
by her. This treasure I greatly prize. 

Another important factory was 
that of Aaron Butler. It was located 
at Brandy Hill, Greenville, N. Y. 
in the vicinity of the Catskills. He 
taught his art to his daughters, Ann, 
Marella, and Minerva, who decor- 
ated much of his tin. 

Ann, evidently the eldest, signed 
her pieces “Ann Butler” within a 
dotted outline heart, tor her heart 
was really in her work. She loved 
it. Later she married a_ well-to-do

farmer and went far from home, and 
henceforth, much of her life was 
spent on this farm. It is to be hoped 
she carried her precious box of paints 
with her, and used her skill to bright- 
en her own home. 

I have seen several pieces of But- 
ler tin, with birds and hearts, but 
none signed. I have a document box 
decorated with a perfect swag and 
tassels, but there is no signature, only 
tiny dots edging the swag. I use this 
every day to house a small loaf of 
raisin bread, and so each day re- 
news my pleasure in this piece, 

While Zachariah set his patterns 
for his employees at Stevens Plains, 
at Pontypool, and at Usk, skilled ar- 
tists were employed to enhance the 
beauty of these pieces. Uf course, the 
classic trend was much in demand. 

Always there had been the great- 
est care used in the manufacture of

this ware, from the time the sons 
of Thomas Allgood opened their jap- 
anning factory at Pontypool in the 
late 1600’s, following their father’s 
discovery of a formula for japanning. 

The sons were privileged to use 
this formula, as were the grandsons 
at a later date, but it is a well 
known fact that it was never sur- 
passed. This secret formula was kept 
in the immediate Allgood family, but 
after the Pontypool and Usk fac- 
tories had closed their doors the for- 
mula was unfortunately mislaid. 

It came to light years later in the 
hidden compartment of an old desk 
which had been sold at auction, and 
where it had lain safe and sound for 
many years. In the meantime, elec- 
troplating had captured the public 
fancy, and the lovely old painted tin 
was neglected. 

But a happy circumstance sur- 
rounds this cheery ware. Every so 
often there is a rebound from gleam- 
ing metals to those of more colorful 
hue, and this old painted tin or tole 
is hunted, from attics to antique 
shops, and given its rightful place in 
the home scene. 

“Tole Peinte”’ (Tin Painted) is 
really in appearance more akin to 
lacquer-ware, It is more substantial, 
more heavily japanned, and usually 
beautifully decorated. It is found in 
elegant forms as well as severe lines, 
and is at home in modern or 18th cen- 
tury decor. 

To write on painted tin made at 
various factories, both here and 
abroad. and slight the subject as re- 
gards the tin of Pennsylvania, would 
be foolish indeed. Books of reference 
for several years back have carried 
copious facts regarding it. Some con- 
tend it was made in Philadelphia, 
which is quite possible. At any rate

With Volume 2 of Melba’s records, 
Rococo further delves into the rich 
heritage left on discs by the Austra- 
lian soprano. On R17, an assortment 
of her recordings is presented—from 
the English 1904, to the English and 
American 1910, including four un- 
published items made in London.

In the humming quiet of a spring 
day, and with cherry trees in full 
bloom outside my record room; I 
listened to this LP and that of Sca- 
ramberg. Among the birds joyously 
raising their voices, one counter- 
pointed each selection particularly 
well, and amazingly, no matter what 
the key, never seemed to be out of 
tune! To the chorus of these feath- 
ered obbligati, Melba’s pure tones 
soared over the hills of Valhalla, New 
York, in the first number, Juliet’s 
Waltz. 

Tis often said that Gounod coached 
Melba in roles from his operas, and 
therefore, she sang them absolutely 
right. A composer’s guidance un-

doubtedly invests an artist with au- 
thoritativeness; but in this case it 
would seem that a little less drive 
and a bit of added grace would make 
the performance even more attrac- 
tive, 

The “Hamlet:” A vos jeux is an 
extraordinarily beautiful rendition of 
this difficult Mad Scene. Here, the 
icy bite often apparent in Melba’s 
singing finds an effective outlet in 
the magnificent musical sentences de- 
picting Ophelia’s plight. 

Despite the loveliness of Melba’s 
vocalization, L’Amour est pur was 
never officially released. The charm 
with which the diva interpreted Bem- 
berg’s compositions is also found in 
his captivating “Les Anges Pleu- 
rent.” 

Two of Melba’s versions of the 
Ave Maria from “Otello” were is- 
sued under the same number. On this 
LP, the later one made in 1910 with 
orchestral introduction, was used, Su- 
perb as it is vocally—let’s face it, 
Melba was not the pious type. The 
recitative is coarse, and the whole 
prayer is devoid of reverence and 
humility. 

The duet with ‘Caruso is well known 
and needs no comments—not mine 
anyway, as that is not my favorite 
version of O soave fanciulla. Rea- 
son? The voices differ too much in 
weight and texture for a proper bal- 
ance between the soprano and tenor 
parts. 

The unpublished 1904 Addio, also 
from “Bohéme,” awakens in Melba 
a glint of tender emotion, or a reason- 
able facsimile thereof. Don’t get me 
wrong now, I love the occasional 
frosty glazing in Melba’s voice—with- 
out it the bewitching “Melba tone” 
could not exist. 

Vainement ma bien armée from “Le 
Roi d’Ys” is a tenor piece. But so- 
pranos sing it and so did Melba, ef- 
fectively but not with the appeal of 
her Bizet’s “Pastorale.” What a pity 
that “Soir Paien” remained unissued. 
The middle section of her voice there 
is of indescribably beautiful qual- 
ity and color. 

In “Le Cid,” added to great beau- 
ty of the voice, a deeply felt per- 
formance makes this one of Melba’s 
warmest recordings. Oddly enough, it 
sounds perfectly well placed, repro- 
duced’ one-half tone lower than the 
key given in the score, and yet there 
is no possible reason for the trans- 
position. 

Another unpublished, Lotti’s “Pur 
Dicesti,” would have been a spotless 
gem, had Melba only known this 
charming old air better. The way it 

















is, she makes mistakes in the words 
and notation, and goofs even more 
seriously when she misses a beat on 
the word piacer under the dotted 
crotchet in the fifty-fifth measure 
from the introduction (Ricordi edi- 
tion). Undoubtedly, after Madame 
heard the play-back, it was thumbs 
down on this record’s release. 

“Per Valli, Per Boschi” is one of 
the many compositions penned by 
Felice Giuseppe Marco Maria Blan- 
gini, born in Turin, November 18, 
1781, died in Paris, December 18, 
1841. At one time maestro di cappella 
at the Court of Bavaria, then vocal 
tutor and favorite of Paolina Bor- 
ghese, and later music director at the 
Court of Jerome Napoleon. King of 
Westphalia, this prolific composer 
wrote some 30 operas. 

One of them, “La Marquise de Brin- 
villiers,’” was done in collaboration 


with the maestri Auber, Cherubini, [7 


Boildieu, Carafa, Batton, and Berton 
(and then they say too many cooks 
spoil the broth!). It may very well 


be that the above duet is from one i 


of Blangini’s operatic works. 
It takes a singer of genuine merit 
to turn simple ditties like “Home, 


Sweet Home” and “Auld Lang Syne” f 


into little master-pieces such as we 


have here, the latter song partic- [ 


ularly. Rococo R17 is a dise of in- 


terest for all: the collector (look at i 


the rare and unpublished items) ; the 
disciminating connoisseur of things 
vocal; and the just plain lover of 
good singing.

Unlike Melba, whose career extend- 
ed far and wide, Scaramberg’s artis- 
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tic activities were restricted mainly 
to the French-speaking countries; 
therefore, a bit of information about 
him would not be amiss. I. myself, al- 
ways wanted to know something 
about this French tenor, whose Fo- 
notipias and Odeons are so elusive, 
and was glad to read the biography 
on the jacket of R18, written by the 
music critic of Besancon, M, Léon 
Mauclair, from which I am extract- 
ing the following data: 

Emile Scaramberg was born in Be- 
sancon, April 26, 1863. When eigh- 
teen and desirous to cultivate his 
voice, he sought the advice of the 
tenor M. Pellin, who induced him to 
embrace the lyric career. 

Upon completion of his military 
service, Scaramberg became cornetist 
in a military band, where his supe- 
rior wisely encouraged him to go 
to Paris. There he studied singing 
with Charles Nicot, a tenor of the 
Opéra-Comique; and acting under M. 
Pluque, manager of the corps de ballet 
at the Opéra. 

The young tenor began appearing 
on the concert stage and in the Pari- 
sian salons. His operatic début took 
place April 23, 1893, in Grétry’s 
“Richard Coeur de Lions.” The crit- 
ics unanimously predicted a brilliant 
career for Scaramberg. True prophe- 
cy, for two years later he was ac- 
claimed in the large cities of France 
and abroad. In Nice, ne sang with 
Adelina Patti. He became a member 
of the Théatre de la Monnaie of 
Brussels in 1898. 

In Lyon, his great success in all 
the roles of his repertoire, prompted 
him to undertake the part of Wer- 
ther, which at that time did not en- 
joy the favor of the audiences in 
that city. On January 18, 1900, a 
triumph rewarded this ertist who 
presented Massenet’s masterpiece, as 
well as public praise from the compo- 
ser himself. 

On May 23, 1903, Scaramberg first 
sang at the Paris Opéra, in “Lohen- 
grin.” The critics were in complete 
agreement on the excellence of his 
portrayal, and the dean of the sub- 
scribers at the Opéra. M. Charles 
Bocher, who had heard the celebrated 
Duprez, declared that one was re- 
minded of him when listening to Sca- 
ramberg. His recordings, made in 
Paris between 1905 and 1906, testify 
to the remarkable artistic qualities 
of this eminent singer. 

In 1907, an accident forced Sca- 
ramberg to quit the stage, thus cut- 
ting short a glorious career. Al- 
though both Paris and Lyon vied for 
his services as professor of sing- 
ing, he preferred to retire to his na- 
tive Besancon. He died February 28, 
1938, after 30 years of teaching.

Like other fine French singers, 
Scaramberg was a fastidious record- 
er, All his records are operatic and 
sung in French. Judging from the 
contents of R18, his was a voice of 
beautiful timbre, expertly managed, 
and used with first-class musician- 
ship and artistry. 

With Ange si pur from “La Fa- 
vorite,” the tenor begins his recital 
on the Rococo disc. This Spirto gen- 
til is done in the French style which 
to him was second nature. Too bad 
that some sharpening is noticeable 
in the first ascending passage. 

Admirable in Romeo’s Ah! Léve-toi, 
soleil, Scaramberg gives an enchant- 
ing rendition of Anges du paradis 
from “Mireille.” In a similar man- 
ner, but with added élan, he de- 
livers the “Reine de Saba:” Inspi- 
rez-moi. Noble utterances of his Si- 
gurd precede Don Jose’s amorous en- 
treaties (French tenors are so ro- 
mantic in this piece). An expressive 
Elle ne croyait pas of Wilhelm Meis- 
ter, and a vibrant J’ignore son nom 
from “Si J’Etais Roi” bring to a 
close the first part of R18. 

Scaramberg’s figure of Werther is 
one of passion and despair. Forceful 
in the first excerpt, he tones down 
his vocalization for the areamy medi- 
tation in Pourquoi me réveiller (here 
some more sharpening has crept in). 

Something about Ah, fuyez from 
“Manon” makes it effective for any 
capable tenor voice, and that of Sca- 
ramberg is no exception. In this aria 
he can give vent to emotional dis- 
play—never beyond the limits of good 
taste, of course. The “Lakmé:” Fan- 
taisie aux divins mensonges, so love- 
ly to begin with, is made even more 
so by Scaramberg’s fluent phrasing 
delivered in most thrilling fashion. 

French is an exquisite language 
and anything sung in it sounds beau- 
tiful, even if not always authentic. 
“Lohengrin” for example: there’s no 
getting away from the fact that (like 
other Wagnerian music) if not sung 
in German, it loses most of its pecu- 
liar individuality. 

The Siciliana, too, is robbed of 
its peasant tang and becomes a thing 
of haut-monde when done in French. 
Oh, but with all his Gallic elegance, 
Scaramberg manages to be quite per- 
suasive in Turiddu’s ardent declara- 
tions. 

Ridi, pagliaccio, on the other hand, 
is very much in character in the 
French text. But then, this adaptation 
is understandable: the theatre with 
its histrionics is universal, and so 
is the situation at hand. And what 
a capital job Scaramberg does with 
Canio’s lament. 

He emotes—and quite freely, too— 











but never does one get the impres- 
sion that his grief is anything but 
genuine. The few bars from “Fedo- 
ra” overflow with musical beauty in 
which Scaramberg finds ample out- 
let for his outstanding vocal and 
dramatic talents. 

The transcription in both the above 
Rococo LPs is adequate for the type 
of discs reproduced, and the pitch 
situation is quite well under control.

EMMA TRENTINI 
The Original 
“Naughty Marietta” 
IN MEMORIAM 
By WM. J. WILSON, Jr. 


News was received in the latter 
part of April, 1959, of the death of 
Emma Trentini, petite soprano who 
created the title-role in “Naughty 
Marietta,” Victor Herbert’s operetta 
loved the world over. Word of her 
passing came from her close friend 
Elenita Lindi, widow of the famed 
tenor Aroldo Lindi. 

Emma Trentini, born on April 10, 
1885, in Mantua, Italy, made her first 
appearance on the operatic stage at 
the age of 18 and was later chosen 
by Arturo Toscanini to sing at La 
Scala. There she was heard by Cleo- 
fonte Campanini and engaged for the 
Manhattan Opera House during the 
1906 season, appearing as Frasquita 
in “Carmen,” with Bressler-Gianoli, 
Dalmores, Gilibert, and Ancona. In 
1909, after making tours of the coun- 
try, she performed with Tetrazzini

IV. The New Jones and Hare Team 


Dave Kaplan had ceased some time 
before this to be associated with 
Jones and Hare. Their new pianist 
was James A. Brennan, who as men- 
tioned earlier in this series, had writ- 
ten some of the duet team’s most 
successful hits. 
' Not long after Ernest Hare’s death, 
Radio Guide published a touching ar- 
ticle, ““Pinch-Hitting for Hare,” with 
a sub-title, “Ernie’s Marilyn Sings 
on in the Hare Tradition.” It tells 
how, despite Billy’s statement that he 
would never have another partner, 
little Marilyn stepped in for a brief 
period to sing with him so the team 
could still be known as Jones and 
Hare. Later, she and her mother 
went to California, and she became 
a movie “starlet.” In shortened form, 
the Radio Guidg article said: 

It was the hardest program Billy Jones 
had ever had to do. For 20 years, in 


vaudeville, on records, in radio, he had 
worked as a partner in the team of 


Jones and Hare — singing, comedy, 
patter. Then, suddenly, he was left 
to face the microphone alone. There 


was no genial Ernie Hare across from 
him, and he missed the friendly pres- 
ence. It didn’t help any to remember 
that, even as he went on with his pat- 
ter and comedy, down in Norfolk, Va., 
they were burying his friend and part- 
Life had been unable to drive a 


ner. 
wedge between them. They had 
watched other teams of their day 
split up for various reasons — money, 
jealousy, old age. Jones and Hare 
seemed to go on forever... until death 
struck. 


Ernie should never have made his 
last two broadcasts. His face had been 
flushed with fever and he could hardly 
keep on his feet. “I’m probably walk- 
ing around with pneumonia,”’ he laugh- 
ingly remarked, and it wasn’t until 
Billy finally forced him to go to a 
doctor that he learned how true his 
laughing remark had been. He WAS 
walking around with pneumonia, and 
only the stern tradition in which he 
had been steeped — the show must 
go on —had kept him from falling over. 

Of course you’ve heard Jones and 
Hare. Maybe you remember them 
from the highly popular’ recordings 
they used to make — their comic duets 
and sentimental ballads. Or, if you’re 


of a later generation, you’ll know them 
from radio. 


For ten years their clean-

and blended voices were 
welcomed in every home that boasted 
a receiving set. 

In 1936 the Gillette Razor Company 
put them on a show over the Yankee 


cut comedy 


Network and later moved them_ into 
New York to appear with Milton Berle 
over CBS on “The Community Sing”’ 
program. When that series was over, 
the team went to WMCA, where they 
did-a show for Sachs Furniture Com- 
pany. It was here pneumonia caught 
up with Ernie. 

The first week that Ernie missed, 
a substitute act was put in the team’s 
place. Then the doctor told him it 
would be a long time — if at all — 
before he would be able to take his 
regular place in the team. It: was 
then that he hit upon his big idea, 
an idea that Billy Jones heartily ap- 
proved. His daughter, Marilyn, wouid 
take his place. 

On that first broadcast, Marilyn sang 
“Deep in a Dream.” The next week 
she’ sang another request number for 
her father—‘‘Deep Purple’’—and, hurry- 
ing home that day after the program, 
arrived just as they were taking Ernie 
away in an ambulance. The doctor had 
ordered him removed to a_ hospital 
hours earlier, but he refused to go 
until he had heard Marilyn. That was 
the last time he heard her sing. Ten 
days later he died. 

So now, even at the hour they were 
burying Ernie, Billy carried on alone. 
He had wanted to go down to Norfolk 
to be with his friend on this last oc- 
ecasion, but they had a contract to 
fulfill and Ernie had -contracted his 
fatal illness in striving to fulfill it. The 
Billy could do was to carry on 


least 
alone. There were no substitutes for 
Ernie this day. It was a memorial 


program, and in the middle of it Billy 
broke down in spite of himself. 

The next day ‘‘We, the People,’’ con- 
tacted him. They wanted him to come 
on their program and tell the story 
of his famous team that had pioneered 
the airways. They wanted Marilyn, too. 
As Jones and Hare, they pattered back 
and forth in Jones and Hare style, 
sang their famous theme song, ‘How 
Do You Do?” 

The mail response to this program 
was overwhelming. And almost every 
letter begged this new team of Jones 
and Hare to stick together. There was 
nothing else to do. The public wanted 
it, WMCA wanted it, the sponsor want- 
ed it. But most important, both Billy 
Jones and Marilyn knew that Ernie 
Hare would have wanted it that way. 

Now Billy and Marilyn — the new 
Jones and Hare—are broadcasting lo- 
eally over Station WMCA in New York, 
confidently awaiting an opportunity 
to stage a big-time radio comeback. 








Vv. A Chat with Billy Jones 

In October, 1940, I spent two weeks 
with Billy Murray at his home in 
Freeport, New York. On the last day 
of my visit I went with another fa- 
mous pioneer recording artist, the 
late Albert Campbell, to call on three 
singers whom I had hoped to see be- 
fore I left the city—John Meyer, who 
had been the basso of the Peerless 
Quartet; Aileen Stanley, who wasn’t 
in her office, and Billy Jones. 

When Al and I entered the large 
office at 1674 Broadway, which Billy 
had continued to occupy despite his 
partner’s death, I noticed the walls 
were covered with hundreds of photo- 
graphs showing the team of Jones 
and Hare in almost every imaginable 
activity. At first, I didn’t see anyone, 
but a moment later a man whom I 
recognized as Billy Jones emerged 
from what I suppose was a smaller 
back room, His face was florid and 
he appeared to me to be under some 
sense of strain. He looked rather 
puzzled at first as he came forward 
and said “Something for you?” but 
the expression changed to a smile 
as he recognized Al Campbell. Al in- 
troduced me and a lively conversa- 
tion was going at once. 

I told Billy he and Ernie were 
among the first recording artists I 
had ever written to and the notes 
I had received from them were signed 
by “a girl named Ann Perkins.” He 
smiled again and nodded his head to- 
ward one corner of the room. “She 
used to sit right over there,” he 
said. 

I mentioned how much J had treas- 
ured the autographed photo he and 
Ernie had sent me when [I lived in 
Marion, Va., and was surprised when 
he said he remembered it. “We took 
turns writing the message,” he said. 
“Tf you look closely at it you can tell 


our writing apart because Ernie made 
‘e’ and I made 
another.” Then he spoke feelingly of 
the years of hard work and good fel-

lowship they had enjoyed together. 
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Al asked Billy, ‘“How’s the little 
girl getting along out in California?” 
and Billy replied: “Fine! The film 
company has renewed her option and 
it looks like she’s going places in 
the movies. Her mother’s out there 
with her. I hated to see Marilyn go, 
but the prospects for her in Cali- 
fornia seemed too gooa to pass up.” 

Another man came in, as did a girl 
with golden hair. The man was in- 

troduced as “Mr. Brennan,” and I 
asked, “J. Keirn Brennan?” recall- 
ing the lyricist of that name who 
wrote the words for many of Ernest 
R. Ball’s ballads. “No,” Billy replied, 
“James A. Brennan—wrote, ‘Down 
at the Old Swimming Hole,’ ‘In the 
Little Red School House,’ and some 
of the other songs Ernie and [ re- 
corded. He works with me as my 
partner now.” He also introduced me 
to the girl, who said she was from 
Tennessee and was appearing on a 
hill-billy radio show. Apparently Bil- 
iy was her business manager. The 
subject of the approaching presiden- 
tial election came up, and the young 
ady booed lustily when every man 
in the room said he was going to 
vote for Willkie. I have often thought 
it remarkable that during my entire 
New York stay I met only two per- 
sons, both women, who said they 
would vote for Roosevelt, and yet how 
easily he carried both the city and 
the nation a few weeks later. 
Recording processes, old and new, 
were discussed, and Al asked Billy 
if he had ever heard how “hard- 
boiled” the Edison musical director, 
W. H. A. Cronkhite, had been with 
some of the formerly popular phono- 
graph performers, especially Ada 
Jones and Byron Harlan. Billy’s face 

became even more florid at the thought 

of that legendary boogie man, Cronk- 
hite, and he found it necessary to ex- 
press his sentiments in profanity that 
took on a lyrical note. 

“Our Edison records,” Billy said, 

“were the best Ernie and I made be- 

fore electrical recording came in. Edi-

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son had by far the best recording 
process. That was one reason they 
were better. But another reason was 
the way the Edison people worked us. 
We could make a dozen records for 
any other company while Cronkhite 
was having us go through a song 
over and over at Edison. No matter 
how tired we were it didn’t seem to 
show up in the record, but I used to 
feel like I’d drop dead before Cronk- 
hite got through with us.” And here 
he went on to heap some more choice 
compliments on the memory of the 
late Mr. Cronkhite. In that respect 
he was no different from almost any 
other artist I have known who had 
worked for Edison under Cronkhite’s 
supervision. That man, who stood in

great awe of the irascible Mr. Edi- 
son, must have been a slave-driving 
perfectionist. 

For the sake of recorded history, 
I’ll mention here that Jones and 
Hare’s last duets for Edison were “It 
Ain’t No Fault Of Mine” and “She 
Has a Little Dimple On Her Chin,” 
which they recorded on May 23, 1949. 
This coupling was issued both as a 
Diamond Dise and an electric needle- 
cut record. Concerning the latter, The 
Phonograph Monthly Review-for Sep- 
tember, 1929, said: “The Happiness 
Boys ... repeat their well-known 
performances of ‘She Has a Little 
Dimple On Her Chin,’ and ‘It Ain’t

VI. Billy’s Hold-Up Story 

One of the popular Edison sing- 
ers, Horace Ruwe, who recorded un- 
der the names of J. Donald Parker 
and Jack Parker, had died a few 
days before, and Billy recalled an 
amusing anecdote about him. 

It seemed that while Parker was 
still a struggling young singer he 
made a promise to himself that if 
he ever became a success he would 
treat himself to the most expensive 
hat in New York. After he signed 
his Edison contract in 1927 he de- 
cided success had come, so he paid 
$150 for a hat and wore it to his 
next recording engagement in the 
Edison laboratory at 79 Fifth Avenue. 
He decided to return home in the 
subway and sat beside an open win- 
dow. The train stopped at a station 
and a man on the platform reached 
through the window, deftly yanked 
the hat off Parker’s head and ran 
away with it. The tenor afterwards 
said he certainly didn’t think he got 
his $150 worth! 

Somehow Jones’ former operatic 
ambitions were mentioned, and that 
reminded him of what I learned later 
was one of his favorite stories. He 
said he was on his way to the Astor 
Hotel, where he was staying at the 
time, after seeing a late show. It 
was about midnight and he was on 
Broadway near the Metropolitan 
Opera House when a man _ stepped 
up and pointed a gun at him. In 
a business-like manner and in a voice 
that smacked either of Brooklyn or 
the Bronx he informed Billy this was 
a stick-up and he wanted his money. 

Billy accordingly stuck up his 
hands and the man rifled his pock- 
ets. Then the hold-up specialist told 
him he could go. As Billy started 
walking away, his ever-present sense 
of humor surged up and he looked 
back over his shoulder and began 
singing: “Goodbye forever, goodbye 
forever—!” 

This irked his new acquaintance. 
“Say,” he snapped, “if youse don’t 
cut out makin’ all dat noise it will be 
‘goodbye forever’ for youse! Come 
back here! 

“Say,” exclaimed the hold-up man 
as Billy came back to him, “dat voice 
of yours sounds familiar! Ain’t you 
dis guy Billy Jones dat sings on de 
raddiyuh ever’ Friday night wit’ 
Oinie Hare?” 
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“Yes,” Billy modestly admitted, 
“I’m Billy Jones.” 

“Well, ain’t dat sumpin!” raptur- 
ously returned his admirer. “Say, 
I listens to youse guys all de time! 
Wouldn’t miss you for nuttin’! I 
can’t take dis money offa youse after 
all de pleasure your singin’ has give 
me and me ol’ lady!” 

That sounded good to Billy. ‘Well, 
of course,” he said, “I WOULD be 
glad to get the money back. I do 
have a lot of bills to meet, and—” 

Suddenly the hold-up man’s eyes 
hardened and his voice took on an 
added rasp. “Yea,” he snarled, “I 
guess you would be glad, but you 
ain’t goona git it back! I hear you 
raddiyuh characters makes more 
money in a week than a hard-workin’ 
stick-man gits in a year! Lemme 
frisk you again!” 

He went through Billy’s pockets a 
second time but found nothing. To 
recompense himself for his disap- 
pointment, he removed Billy’s wrist 
watch, saying, “Dis’ll do me more 
good than it does you! 

“Now,” said the hold-up man in 
conclusion, “take off dem _ shoes! 
Looks to me like you an’ me wears 
de same size kicks! An’ sometimes 


hep characters like —_ hides 
money in dere shoes! I'll take de 
feetgear too, Mister Jones!” Which 


he did, leaving Billy to hobble along 
to his hotel as best he could in his 
bare feet. 

Al Campbell and I left the Jones- 
Hare office with a cordial invitation 
from Billy to “come back any time.” 
When we were outside Al laughed 
and said: “Billy has told that hold- 
up story dozens of times and he im- 
proves it every time he tells it. I 
wonder how much of it is really 


true?” :

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before 1630 by a Louis Du Bois at 
Puy. Needless to say, it is a rare co- 
incidence having in one’s collection a 
bell that may have been cast by 
one’s own ancestor. 

A more local bit of history is found 
in a souvenir bell bearing the inscrip- 
tion Brooklyn City Hall, Feb. 26, ’95. 
According to Brooklyn Borough his- 
torian James A. Kelly, the date is 
that of a fire that sent the big bell 
in the tower crashing into an apart- 
ment below. When it was learned 
that the big bell had been damaged 
beyond repair, a hundred small bells 
were cast from the original as sou- 
venirs of the fire. 

Bells from Spain 

Like all true collectors, Mr. and 
Mrs. Du _ Bois are not’ content 
merely to gather bells. They spend 
many hours trying to trace the back- 
ground history for each of their bells. 

Research on their four Hemony 
bells has been one of their recent 
major projects. The most puzzling 
of the four came from Spain and is 
quite different from the usual He- 
mony bells because it has neither a 
human nor an animal figure for a 
handle, 

Antique Spanish bells are proving 
of special interest to the Du Bois 
couple at the present time. Among 
others, they have found two with 
lovely Madonna figures; another is a 
replica of Spain’s beautiful Giralda 
Tower. Their oldest bell from Spain 
is a small priest’s bell, used daily at 
Mass for over 240 years.

This month’s cover pictures 
what is considered the finest 
known collection of Mandarin 
hat-button bells in this country, 
from the collection of Berenice 
and Albert Du Bois. 


Throughout the Ch’ing Dy- 
nasty (1644-1911) the rank of 
the Chinese nobles and officials 
was indicated by various in- 
signia in the form of jeweled 
ornaments. The Manchus, who 
founded the dynasty, felt strong- 
ly about the importance of hats 
for their dignitaries, and it 
was they who decreed for each 
rank a certain colored jewel to 
be placed at the apex of the hat. 


There were, according to tra- 
dition, nine official ranks. The 
first eight were represented by 
ruby, coral, sapphire, lapis la- 
zuli, crystal, moonstone, plain 
gold, and engraved gold; silver 
was used for the ninth rank. 
From time to time, slight modi- 
fications were prescribed and fi- 
nally the law permitted the use 
of colored glass as a substitute 
for more precious jewels. In 
addition, the mountings for the 
hat buttons were variously con- 
structed. 


It is uncertain when these 
Mandarin hat buttons came to 
be used as handles on small 
enamelled Chinese bells; per- 
haps towards the end of the 
Ch’ing Dynasty. At any rate, 
the collector has a wide range 
of selection because of the many 
variations in this type of bell. 





Statistics on the world’s largest 
carillon will undergo revision next 
fall when the Dutch founders, Petit 
& Fritsen, install a new carillon in 
the tower of the magnificent Kirk- 
in-the-Hills, Bloomfield Hills, Mich. 
This will be a carillon of 76 bells, the 
world’s largest. The beurdon bell 
alone will weigh approximately six 
and one-half tons.

The curfew, referred to by the po- 
ets, was an instrument for measur- 
ing time, as there were no clocks or 
watches, and the only means of tell- 
ing time was the ringing of a bell, 
or the blowing of a horn, at certain 
periods of the day. This practice was 
introduced in monasteries, where the 
inhabitants were required to attend 
the various religious services. 

Later, when police protection was 
poor, and there was little safety out- 
of-doors at night, it was ordered that 
the hour should be publicly sounded 
by the town bell. All persons must 
shut their doors, put out their fires, 
and retire or be severely punished. 

The French curfew was the Couvre, 
or Cover-Fire.

and de Segurola in Hammerstein’s 
revival of “La Sonnambula” at the 
Manhattan. 

When Oscar Hammerstein repor- 
tedly sold Manhattan Upera Compa- 
ny to the Metropolitan, the only ar- 
tist he kept under contract was Em- 
ma Trentini. He arranged for Vic- 
tor Herbert to compose an operetta 
for her, “Naughty Marietta,” which 
opened at the New York Theatre in 
November of 1910. 


In December, 1912, she appeared 
as Nina in the premiére of “The 
Firefly.””’ She was also the first to 
perform in “The Peasant Girl.” She 
toured this country in 1921 and re- 
turned to Italy, residing in Milan un- 
til her death. 


Elenita Lindi, who studied with 
Emma Trentini, teaches voice in Hol- 
lywood. She is one of the few who 
kept in close touch with Mme. Tren- 
tini through the years. Mrs. Lindi 
has written a complete biography of 
the singer and had hoped that a film- 
ing would bring Trentini some finan- 
cial return and honor while she was 
alive. 


Perhaps the film may yet materia- 
lize, reminding the world that it was 
Emma Trentini who introduced the 


melodies of “Naughty Marietta” 
which have become so firmly en- 
trenched in the hearts and homes

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DOLLOLOGY Paintings of China-headed Dolls in 
the National Gallery of Art

Even a national calamity has its 
plus side. The terrible depression of 
the 1930’s, for instance, brought doll 
collectors and artists together, when 
the W.P.A. sent its artists into al- 
most every state of the Union to 
make water color paintings of pre- 
cious antique dolls. And the artists 
did a superb job. Now the Index of 
American Design at the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C., 
is making a set of slides which, as 
soon as they are ready, doll clubs 
throughout the country may borrow. 


In a previous issue of HOBBIES 
Wwe gave examples of some of the 
early 19th century papier-mache- 
headed dolls with long spindly wood- 
en arms and legs and narrow-waisted 
kid bodies from the water-color ren- 
derings at the Index of American De- 
sign. We show here some of the 
china-headed dolls from the same col- 
lection. Dolls are numbered to tally 
_— their number in the slide collec- 

jon. 


No. 40 is a fine, rare china-headed 
doll belonging to J. M. Hill of Miami, 
Fla. The body is that of a so-called 
milliners’ model with long spindly 
wooden arms and legs and slender 
body. Note the hairdo of self ma- 
terial, the long neck and deep, slop- 
ing shoulders, all indications of what

a waist of green silk gauze. The 
period is given as 1859, but it might 
be earlier. The doll is heroically 
proportioned for the size of the head. 
It is 21 inches tall. Cora Parker 
painted the picture. 


No. 36 Lulu is especially interest- 
ing. The calico dress was made by 
a child, who later became Mrs. Ziena 
A. Locke of Brooklyn, N. Y. Child- 
ren nowadays, not taught to sew, 
would be aghast at the work entailed 
in this little dress with its wide skirt 
and narrow waist. In earlier years 
girls were taught to sew at home, 
and often were not allowed to play 
until they had completed a stipulated 
amount of sewing. Note the china 
hands and flat-soled shoe. The lat- 
ter, as collectors know, indicates that 
the doll was made before 1860. From 
the information given, Lulu joined 
the Locke family between the years 
1861 and 1864. It was a common 
china-head of its day, but the years 
have given it added importance, and 
a place in the Confederate Museum 
in Richmond, Va. The artist is 
Mary Humes. 


No. 44 is a rare and lovely china- 
head doll owned by Mrs. F. C. Ripley 
of Los Angeles, Calif. She calls 
the doll Eugenia, and gives the date 
1860. Note the unusual hairdo of 
self material, the bow in front, and

the beautiful “waterfall” coiffure en- 
cased in a net. This is a doll collec- 
tor’s dream of finding, but seldom 
do find one. The simple and attrac- 
tive dress is made of white lawn 
with pink-striped design and ribbon 
sash, which transforms the old cloth 
body with home-made arms and 
hands of kid, and adds to the at- 
tractiveness of the exquisite head. It 
is only 11% inches tall. Artist, Edith 
Towner. 

No. 45, Annie Sampson, another of 
Mrs. Ripley’s dolls, is a highly prized 
china-head. At the back of the gilt 
comb the hair is encased in a gilt 
net. The doll has black hair with 
brush marks at the temple, a little 
pointed at the center, and brushed 
straight back. Some collectors call 
these dolls “the covered wagon” type, 
since it is known that some little 
girls who with their parents made 
the long trek from the eastern and 
middle sections of the country to the 
west coast in the days of the gold 
rush carried with them a china doll 
with a back comb. According to fa- 
mily records, the doll was won at a 
Baptist fair in Middleboro, Mass., 
about 1862 by a small girl, Jennie 
‘Sampson. Annie is 22% inches tall, 
has the usual cloth body, and the 
arms are kid to the elbow. Her slip- 
pers are brown leather. She has a 
tan glazed cambric chemise and a 
pink skirt of the same material, and 
fancy embroidered white hose. A 
woolen petticoat is feather-stitched.

Her sweet, simple cotton dress is 
typical of a child’s dress of the mid 
nineteenth century, and so much 
more appropriate than the ornate fa- 
shions collectors like to lavish on 
these old dolls when the original 
dress no longer exists. Edith Town- 
er painted the picture. 


Hannah Hitch, No. 50, with her or- 
iginal Sunday go-to-meeting dress of 
grey-green alpaca, her plaid taffeta 
turban and smart umbrella, is a de- 
finite personality, a 16-inch negro 
of distinction, for not many negro 
dolls were made in her period — 
about 1876. She has tan kid arms. 
Her trim, stylish waistline shows that 
her sawdust “innards” are under con- 
trol. Edith Towner’s interpretation 
is excellent. Mrs. Ripley, present 
—_ of the doll, should be congratu- 
ated. 


No. 51 is one of the much prized 
“boy” china-heads, although we see it 
here dressed as a girl. This “boy” 
with brush marks at the temple, is 
quite rare, a real museum piece. It 
belongs to the Museum of the City 
of New York and was painted by 
Mina Lowry. It is eleven inches tall, 
dressed in brown plaid silk, and the 
body is kid. 7 


All the above china-headed dolls, 
as is the case with nearly all china- 
headed dolls, came from Germany. 
There was a good reason for this. 
The government subsidized the _ in- 
dustry, and by a clever division of 
work in places outside the big cities 


> where labor was cheaper, the country 


was able to offer its wares at rock 
bottom prices. The majority are

GOOFY 
The Clown 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 
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In recent years, it has been demonstrated how But- 
tons may be “related” to almost any other hobby. Col- 
lectors of Goofies, in particular, know how easy it is to 
associate their specialty with the Circus; and collectors 
of Circusiana might, through Circus buttons, develop an 
interest in all buttons. The relationship between two hob- 
bies sometimes makes new converts to both. 

Most Circus Buttons are Goofies, but there are older 
buttons, too, with Circus associations; any wild or per- 
forming Animal buttons could be included in a Circus 
Group. Then there is the well-known “Clown and Pig,”* 
and “Iranistan,’** the palatial home of P. T. Barnum. 

Circus Goofies may be mounted in conventional rows 
or patterns, but they may also be effectively displayed 
in more decorative ways, as in the accompanying illus- 
tration. Bright-colored flowers and miscellaneous but- 
tons adorn “Goofy’s” hat, while circus animals and per- 
formers parade in the background, All are rendered in 
the usual luscious “Goofy” colors, which always show 
up so well against black. The two “Aerialists” are really 
Hula Dancers, but I couldn’t resist giving them a whirl 
in the air! “Goofy’s” nose is a bright scarlet button 
made of celluloid; the button to which his name-tag is 
attached is fashioned of multi-colored plastic strands, 
twisted together. 

There are numerous other buttons which could be 
fitted into such a group: there is a Caged Lion that I 
wanted to include, but I couldn’t seem to find room 
for him. (In “fancy” mountings such as this, it is im- 
portant to avoid overcrowding, since too many buttons 
would spoil the pictorial effect). 

Although modernized and changed in many respects, 
the Circus is still going strong. Its fascination has not 
been destroyed by necessary stream-lining; it will al- 
ways be a magic world of wonders, curiosities and mar- 
velous exhibitions of daring and skill, to adults as well 
as to children. (I never attended a circus until a few 
years ago, when I saw one of the last of the “Big Top” 
performances. But I\ enjoyed it just as much as if I had 
been ten years old instead of several times that age!!) 

If Circus Buttons can make button collectors “circus 
conscious,” it seems possible that they might make ‘Cir- 
cus fans “button conscious.” 

“Hobby-ism—(or should I say “Hobby-itis?)—is a 
state of mind, to a large extent; and while we can’t all 
collect everything, I do feel that most collectors regard 
other peoples’ hobbies with a tolerant or even interested 
eye. Which is—as it should be—for we are all hobbyists 
together, and HOBBIES is our meeting place!

A Lookat THE OLD BUTTON HOOK 


Do you remember high button shoes 
—and long button gloves? Then sure- 
ly you remember buttonhooks! The 
regular sized ones that were used 
for buttoning up those snug fitting 
leather shoes, and the dainty little 
ones that were used for the tiny but- 
tons on milady’s gloves? Either kind, 
or both kinds, make an eye-catching 
display, and collecting buttonhooks is 
fast becoming a popular hobby. 

Buttonhooks are still relatively 
easy to obtain; they are small and 
can be kept in a reasunably limited 
space; many of them are really beau- 
tiful. What more can one want for 
a collector’s item? There are so many 
different kinds of them, too, that one 
may set definite limits and collect

only one particular type of handle, 
perhaps only ivory handles; or you 
may limit yourself to a certain size, 
and collect nothing but buttonhooks 
under three inches long. Or you may 
be geographically minded, and wish 
to concentrate only on nandles bear- 
ing the name of aa city or state. It’s 
best to prowl around a bit to see what 
is available in your area, and then 
do a bit of correspondence to get a 
general overali picture before set- 
tling on the one particular type of 
handle you think you’ll want to col- 
lect. 

For a quick picture let me name 
some of the materials used in han- 
dles, and then go back to give a bit 
of information about each. There 


are wooden handles, ivory handles, 
plastic, silver, various kinds of met- 
al, mother-of-pearl, gold, agate, and 
horn. Then there are the unique 
ones that are most interesting be- 
cause they may have moving parts, 
or may be a combination of a but- 
tonhook and something else, or per- 
haps have been hand fashioned in 
some unusual form. 

The most common ones are the old 
all metal “give-aways”—the kind the 
shoe clerk gave away every time you 
bought a pair of shoes. These usually 
have a ring or oval handle which is 
simply an extension of the shank. 
“Advertising” metal hooks are those 
with raised letters around the handle, 
and the process for imprinting these 
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letters was so simple that every lit- 
tle shoe store could afford to have 
their name set around the buttonhook 
handle. 


Ivory handles are not too hard to 
obtain, but here one must learn to 
distinguish ivory from plastic, and 
to recognize the fact that the larger 
and heavier the handle is, the great- 
er value it has, since ivory is lim- 
ited in shape and size by the fact 
that it can only be had from ele- 
phants tusks. Bone, too, is used for 
handles, and may be confused with 
ivory and plastic until one becomes 
more experienced. There must be 
some interesting, hand-carved ivory 
handled hooks somewhere, although 
I have not been fortunate enough to 
run across any yet. 


There is a great variety of wood 
that has been used for handles, from 
sturdy oak to rich black ebony. If 
one were to concentrate on wooden 
handles alone, it would be interesting 
to see how many different kinds and 
colors there are to be found. As in 
any hobby, the hobby itself is fre- 
quently only a taking off point for 
the exploration of many other fields. 
In buttonhook collecting, I have 
found myself going off on many tan- 
gents. One could really delve into a 
study of different kinds of woods; 
with my own collection I became in- 
terested in two subjects. One cen- 
tered on silver hallmarks, and here 
is a tremendously large field; the 
other led me to browse about in old 
patent books. One buttonhook I picked 
up had a patent date in 1875. It was 
clearly marked and being fortunate 
enough to have access to a large 
library with a set of patent books, 
I was able to trace it and find the 
origina] picture. 

Silver handles are the, most beau- 
tiful, and the most expensive. They 
are also among the oldest, and the 
most recent. Actually, some of the 
companies making dresser sets (for 
both men and women) continued to 
include 1a buttonhook when it was 
obvious there was no further need 
for one. Button shoes went out of 
style at the close of World ‘War I, 
but for many years thereafter one 
still found the buttonhook alongside 
of the fingernail file and the shoe 
horn on many a dresser. 


For a very colorful collection, try 
plastic handles. What we know now 
as plastic was originally known as 
pyrolin. It came in almost every 
color of the rainbow, sometimes in a 


single color, sometimes in a combi- 
nation of two or more. Many of these 
also are set with colored stones, ‘and 
again, if one wants to specialize, you 
can limit yourself to only those han- 
dles which have been embellished with 
either glass or genuine jewels. There 
are buttonhooks with genuine pre- 
cious stones set in the handle, but 
it would be an expensive hobby to 
limit oneself to only the genuine. 


When it comes to metal handles,

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German Clocks 


The role played by German watch 
and clock makers in the development 
of accurate time-measuring devices 
has not been given the credit deserv- 
ed in modern histories devoted to this 
fascinating subject. The efforts of 
scientists, mathematicians, mechan- 
ics, and inventive geniuses all over 
the world have, in my humble opin- 
ion, been greater than were expended 
in any other human endeavor. 

These tremendous efforts have 
been continuous. Beginning with the 
invention of the sun-dial somewhere 
in the Valley Of The Euphrates, so 
long ago that there is no history to 
record it, we come now to the atomic 
clock which is soon to be released, 
and which promises undreamed of ac- 
curacy. 

As much effort and accomplish- 
ment in this never-ending climb to 
perfection in time-keeping has taken 
place in Germany, as in any other 
area of the world. On the basis of 
accomplishment alone, this area may 
rank well above all others. 

Throughout this long history of 
prodigious effort, only a surprisingly 
few developments have contributed 
significantly to the progress of time- 
keeping devices. There have been 
thousands of inventions that pro- 
mised much, but contributed little. 


Of all these the few inventions that 
profoundly effected the progress of 
the industry can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 


PART I 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


The first known mechanical clocks 
were weight-driven tower clocks; so 
inaccurate that, today, they would be 
considered useless. At the time, how- 
ever, the leap from no time record- 
ing method at all to one of even 
extreme inaccuracy was an important 
one. Some improvement in the time- 
keeping abilities of these huge clocks 
took place over the early years. 

The sad fact remained, neverthe- 
less, that the weight-driven mechan- 
ism was only fit for large public 
clocks. It offered no possibilities at 
all for a smaller version for use in 
an individual home, nor, most of all, 
for a small time-keeping device that 
an individual could carry on his per- 
son for continuous reference. 

This, then, was the story of time- 
keeping devices to about 1500 A.D. 
It appeared that the long history was 
about to come to an end because of 
the very limited possible application 
of the device as it was then constitu- 
ted. The moderately successful clock 
of the year 1500 A.D. had a great 
past, but very little future. At this 
time, a young blacksmith in Germany 
came forward with an invention that 
practically obliterated the past and 
opened up an unlimited vista for the 
future. 

The name Peter Henlein, who was 
born about 1480 and died in 1542, as- 
sumes a tremendous importance in 
this brief story of the development 
of time-keeping devices. This young

man, working as a locksmith in Nurn- 
berg, devised a means to make a long 
ribbon of steel which became the 
mainspring as it is known today. 

This ribbon of steel, with one end 
affixed to a permanent anchor, and 
the other fastened to an arbor, could 
be tightly coiled or “wound up,” thus 
storing power which could be released 
on a controlled basis to drive me- 
chanical devices for a period of sev- 
eral hours. This made it possible, 
for the first time, to produce a small- 
er time-piece without the use of 
weights. 

It opened up the possibility of 
a smaller clock that could be set up 
in any room of the house, and even 
be moved from one room to another; 
thus providing a means or method 
of making portable clocks. It also 
offered the possibility of making a 
time-piece small enough to be carried 
on the person; i.e., the watch. 

In this connection, the following 
quotation, which has been widely 
used, is from the “COSMOGRAPHIA 
POMPONII MELAE,”’ which was 
published in Nurnberg in 1511: 
“Every day finer things are being 
invented. Peter Hele, still a young 
man, has constructed a piece of work 
which excites the admiration of the 
most learned mathematicians. He 
shapes many-wheeled watches out of 
small bits of iron, which run without 
weights for forty hours, however

German musical clock. 
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they may be carried, in pocket of 
chemisette.” 

From this quotation one might 
come to the conclusion that young 
Henlein was the first to make a 
time-piece known as a_ watch. 
Whether or not this be true, it is 
the invention and use of the flat 
coiled spring, opening wide the hori- 
zon of a great industry, that over- 
shadows any of his minor accomp- 
lishments. Incidentally, there are 
several spellings of this name, but 
the most accepted is Henlein, which 
is the way it appears in the list of 
Nurnberg locksmiths. 

One must not assume that the in- 
vention of the flat coiled spring 
changed the industry overnight. That 
is not the way of inventions, and this 
one is no exception. The world is 
slow to take to new ideas, particul- 
larly ones with precedent-shattering 
implications. Furthermore, new in- 
ventions are usually crude, and far 
from perfect. Much refinement is 
necessary before they can be consi- 
dered practical and efficient. 

The introduction of the coiled 
spring as a means of power for 
clocks and watches gave unlimited 
scope to the potential uses of me- 
chanical time-pieces. At the same 
time, its application presented imme- 
diate and almost insurmountable pro- 
blems. The least important of these 
problems was that of breakage. 

There were metallurgists to im- 
prove the formula, the making, and 
the tempering, so that breakage, 
while never entirely eliminated, was

LOCKS & KEYS 


Man’s 4,000-year quest for secur- 
ity for his home and his personal 
possessions is traced in an exhibi- 
tion of locks, keys, and door orna- 
mentation from the famous Yale 
Lock Collection, which recently 
opened in the Arts and Industries 
Building of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion for a two-month showing. 


The exhibition, prepared by the 
Yale & Towne Manufacturing Co., of 
New York, includes a lock of a type 
used at least as early as 2,000 B.C., 
as well as an assortment of ancient 
Roman bolts and keys dating back 
as far as 100 B.C. Another high 
point is a display of “Masterpieces,” 
locks, which were submitted by ap- 
prentices after a 10-year period to 
qualify them as journeymen _lock- 
smiths. It is estimated that any of 
these “Masterpieces” may have re- 
quired as many as 3,000 hours of 
manual labor for completion. 


Also of considerable interest are a 
number of American locks from the 
18th century on, which were construc- 
ted for special purposes.

The bank locks range from an 
early 19th century key-operated de- 
vice to the most intricate and com- 
plex modern time locks. 


The exhibition at the Smithsonian 
Institution will be the first showing 
of the Yale Lock Collection to in- 
clude a recently acquired group of 
French locks from the famous Bri- 
card Collection in Paris. These locks 
are composed of examples of the 
finest French workmanship from the 
16th to the 19th centuries, and in- 
clude several ‘“Masterpiece” locks and 
keys.

The year of 1953 was a highly 
important year for baseball follow- 
ers throughout the country. In that 
year the Major Leagues had their 
first franchise shift in half a centu- 
ry! Milwaukee was selected to re- 
nlace staid Boston in the National 
League. 

First, the relics of the departed 
clubs immediately became in demand. 

Second, all collectors, veteran or 
novice, were eager to obtain the ini- 
tial issued mementos of the clubs 
as they commenced a new era in 
their new locales. 

The newcomer to the sporss-collect- 
ing field has two alternatives. One is 
to limit his scope of activity to the 
five new teams, or two, attempt to ob- 
tain the numerous souvenirs of the 
entire group of major league teams. 

Naturally, it is a lot easier to ac- 
quire recent publications, and in most 
instances quite inexpensive. Another 
important feature to note is that to- 
day most clubs publish elaborate and 
colorful year-books, score-cards and 
picture sets. Why, even the “throw 
away” items, such as, schedule cards 
and ticket information leaflets, now 
fall into the collecting category. 

With the scramble on for items of 
the removed teams, the newcomer 
will find it exceedingly difficult trying 
to locate material pertaining, to Con- 
nie Mack’s Athletics, Brooklyn’s con- 
troversial Dodgers, and the tradition- 
steeped Giants of New York. All of 
these teams enjoyed huge followings, 
and their managements had a good 
share of fine mementos to sell to the 
public through the many years they 
operated.

An exhibit of enlarged illuminated 
transparencies of modern jewelry 
was displayed recently in the rotun- 
da of the Smithsonian’s Natural His- 
tory Building, Washington, D. C. 

The jewels represented were those 
that received the 1958 Diamonds-In- 
ternational Awards, presented in New 
York the latter part of 1958, There 
were 27 pieces in the collection, cho- 
sen by the judges from 535 designs 
submitted by. 85 designers in 10 na- 
tions, including some of the world’s 
leading jewelers. The awards went to 
16 jewelers in England, Italy, Switzer- 
land, and the United States. 

The display illustrated particularly 
current trends in jewelry designing.

With the white diamonds were tur- 
quoise, emeralds, currant-red rubies, 
and star rubies. There were also 
pleasing contrasts in metal colors, as 
in one necklace in which a chain of 
gold was laid along a white strand 
of diamonds and platinum.

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Butting 
Buffalo 
Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


An animal that played a very im- 
portant part in the founding of the 
Western part of our country is the 
subject of our choice as the 75th 
mechanical bank in the numerical 
classification. The animal is the buffa- 
lo and as a provider of meat for the 
Pioneer, as well as the Indian, he 
was unsurpassed, As a matter of fact 
the buffalo was the main source of 
meat for the Indians and then at a 
later date the buffalo hunters came 
along and over a period of time they 
slaughtered so many that the buffalo 
almost became extinct. The bank 
chosen as No. 75 is the Butting Buf- 
falo Bank and‘the figure of the buffa- 
lo thereon well represents this former 
roamer of the western plains. 

The bank pictured was obtained 
by the writer a number of years 
ago from a New England antique 
dealer. It is in excellent condition 
and completely original. The bank 
was patented March 20, 1888 by Al- 
fred C. Rex of Philadelphia, Pa., and 
manufactured by Kyser & Rex of 
the same city. It represents the fig- 





ure of a buffalo in the act of butting 
a boy who is climbing a tree in or- 
der to reach an animal in the top of 
the stump. For some years the ani- 
mal in the top of the stump was 
thought to be a small bear, however, 
the patent papers clarify this as fol- 
lows: “In the bank illustrated in the 
drawing 1 (Rex) have shown the 
casing in the form of a piece of 
ground and the stump of a tree, from 
the top of which is pivoted the rep- 
resentation of a raccoon, and to the 
side of the tree is pivoted the repres- 
entation of a boy in the act of climb- 
ing up the tree after the raccoon. In 
the rear of the boy is a horned ani- 
mal (buffalo) in the act of butting 
the boy and assisting him up the tree 
as shown.” This quote from the orig- 
inal patent papers leaves no doubt 
but that the figure of the animal in 
the stump definitely represents a 
raccoon, 

The paint on the bank shown is in 
fine condition and the colors are as 
follows: The base or ground-like sec- 
tion is an overall green with high- 
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lightings of red and yellow. The tree 
stump is brown and green with bronze 
color vine-like leaves going up the 
sides. The buffalo is an overall brown 
with highlights done in silver, and 
his horns are also silver. The boy 
has yellow trousers, a red shirt, and 
a blue hat. The raccoon is black with 
silver highlights. 

To operate the bank a coin is’ first 
placed in the provided slot in the 
top of the tree trunk to the rear of 
the raccoon. The coin stays in posi- 
tion until the bank is operated. The 
lever shown is then depressed and 
in so doing the buffalo raises his 
head butting the boy. The boy moves 
up the trunk and as he does so the 
raccoon withdraws back into the 
stump and the coin drops inside the 
stump and on into the base. Upon re- 
leasing the lever the figures automat- 
ically return to the positions shown 
in the picture. It might be well to 
point out that the coin rests on a 
small lug which blocks the coin slot 


inside the stump. This lug is part of | 
and fastened to the raccoon. As the |

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raccoon withdraws the lug moves 
down and forward allowing the coin 
to fall into the bank. As has been 
mentioned in past articles, this type 
of action where the coin is automat- 
ically deposited by the operation of 
the mechanism is a desirable feature. 
The Butting Buffalo Bank is a very 
attractive mechanical bank with in- 
teresting action, It makes a nice addi- 
tion to a collection and is somewhat 
difficult to find in a completely orig- 
inal state.

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Rosaries 
and 
Reliquaries 


By GRACE KALER 


Rosaries and reliquaries, prayer 
wheels and talismans are Tibetan 
ritual objects of every-day use. Life 
is ever endangering the Tibetan and 
he must constantly be protected—so 
his most necessary possession is an 
amulet. This is more important than 
either his rosary or prayer wheel. 
These precious protective charms are 

sually kept in elaborate cases or 
boxes. Several examples are shown 
in the May, 1958 issue of HOBBIES 
Magazine: Tibetan Charm Boxes, 
page 48. 

In Tibet, China and Japan: the use 
of rosaries is widespread. Every Ti- 
betan has a string of prayer beads. 
Prominent in the Lamaist ritual, the 
rosary is a basic part of a lama’s 
dress. While it may be seen every- 
where among the Tibetans, the ro- 
sary is not very conspicuous among 
southern Buddhists. The Hindus are 
commonly believed to be the first to 
have gradually developed the rosary. 
In the very complicated 112-bead ro- 
saries of Japan, it seems to have 
reached its highest development. Ti- 
betan and Chinese rosaries usually 
comprise 108 beads. This number in-

sures repeating the sacred spell a full 
100 times. The extra beads seem to 
have been added to replace those that 
might become broken. 

The number 108 is sacred im Bud- 
dhist and Hindu learning. Some edi- 
tions of Lamaic scriptures are con- 
tained in 108 volumes. Early in the 
eleventh century, a Kashmirian poet 
wrote a poem containing a group of 
stories pertaining to the former lives 
of Buddha. His son completed the 
poem, fulfilling the conditions of 108 
chapters. The Burmese footprints of 
Buddha sometimes contain 108 sub- 
divisions. The God of Mercy and Com- 
passion, Avalokitesvara, and other 
deities, have 108 forms. 

Counters are attached to the ro- 
sary. On two strings there are ten 
small metallic rings. At the end of 
one string there is a miniature dorje 
(the thunderbolt of Indra). A small 
bell hangs from the other string. The 
courters and the ornaments are usu- 
ally of silver, with inlays of tur- 
quoise, Thousands of prayers can be 
registered by the counters. Prayer 
beads become so worn by the friction 
of much handling that it is not un- 
usual for globular beads to become 
cylindrical. Attached to the rosary, 
sometimes, are trinkets—perhaps a 
metal toothpick, tweezers, small keys 
or other small oddities. 

A Lamaist rosary may be chosen 
according to one’s taste and financial 
standing, and the beads may be made 
of various materials. Rosaries of the 
lamas are made of uniform beads 
while those of the laymen may con- 
tain beads of different sizes. Pearls 
and other precious stones may form 
the rosary of an abbot in a wealthy 
monastery; or it may be of gold. One 
early account of the fine rosaries be- 
longing to the Grand Tashi Lama, 
describes them as being of pearls, 
emeralds, rubies, sapphires, coral, 
amber, crystal and lapis lazuli. The 


variations of the materials contained 
in a rosary are limited, according 
to the specific sect to which the lama 
belongs and the distinctive deity to 
be worshipped. 

The yellow rosary, made of deep 
yellow wood of the Bodhi tree, is 
special to the “yellow hat’ sect. The 
rosary beads of the “red hat” sect 
are rough brown seeds from a tree 
which grows in the outer Himalayas. 
White conch-shell beads form the 
special rosary of nuns. The red san- 
dal-wood rosary is used only in the 
worship of a special protector of 
Lamaism. Other rosaries are of discs 
of the human skull, glossy jet-black 
nuts, turquoise and snake-spines. 

When: not in use, the rosary may 
be worn around the neck, or it may 
be wound around the left wrist like 
a bracelet. 

Shown here, wearing a _ rosary 
around her neck, is the figure of a 
Bodhisattva in partial gilt bronze. 
The divinity is seated on a rock for- 
mation by the waterside. Late Sung 
date. 10% inches. 

The half-kneeling figure of Kwan 
Yin is in bronze, with traces of red 
and gold lacquer. In this representa- 
tion the Goddess of Mercy is holding 
a white conch-shell rosary in her 
right hand. This 7-inch image is of 
Chinese workmanship, from _ the 
province of Fukien. Ming date. 

The reliquary is one of the altar 
objects which has a less obvious pur- 
pose. It is a receptacle for relics 
or offerings. A common type is the 
miniature chorten, a form of one of 
the most distinctive monuments in 
Tibet. Evolving from the ancient 
stupa of India, this receptacle for 
religious relics has come to be the 
highest Buddhist sign, symbolic of 
the Buddha’s supreme attainment. 
The Tibetan chorten is comparable 
to the Christian cross. 

As monuments, Tibetan chortens 
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stand from one to two hundred feet 
high. They, like other sacred ceno- 
taphs, are always passed on the left. 

The altar reliquaries of this type 
are represented here by a gilt-bronze 
miniature chorten which stands seven 
inches high. The thirteen discs or 
steps of the conical steeple symbolize 
the thirteen Buddhist heavens. Ris- 
ing above the sacred umbrella which 
covers the steeple, is the crescent 
moon. This symbol, when complete 
with the sun and flame, is called 
nyi-zla. According to the Tibetan 
thought the chorten, signifies the five 
elements: the cubical base — the 
Earth; the dome—Water; the steeple 
—Fire; moon and sun—Air; flame 
—Ether. In this example, a tiny 
framed niche in the upper front side 
contains a drawing—in gold on red— 
of Buddha. A Tibetan inscription ap- 
pears on the back of the canvas. Con- 
cealed in the base of the chorten is 
a folded piece of coarse cotton: cloth 
on which is written, presumably, a 
Tibetan: prayer. 

A book, an image and a chorten, 
as containers of the divine presence, 
must accompany all services of wor- 
ship. When receiving an audience 
with the Dalai Lama, one presented 
these sacred articles. The book im- 
plies the word, the image signifies 
the clergy and the chorten, with its 
sacred relics, symbolize Buddha. 

Another type of reliquary or re- 
ceptacle for objects of high ritual 
value is the beautifully decorated 
boxes, which are sometimes encrust- 
ed with semi-precious stones, embel- 
lished with ivory carvings and em- 
bedded with enamels. The full func- 
tion of these boxes is not known. They 
perhaps contained valuables of a reli- 
gious nature—manuscripts or arti- 
cles of dress worn by the abbots. 

Extant early enamel reliquaries: 
Byzantine, basse-taille and chample- 
vé, exemplifies the magnificence of 
these boxes—not only in form but 
also in workmanship. A particular- 
ly fine French champlevé enamel rel- 
iquary, probably 14th century, is

of Antique Arts, published by the 
Lightner Publishing Corp. 

The enameled copper reliquary 
shown here is of Kashmirian work- 
manship. It represents a type of 
champlevé enameling often made in 
India. In this illustration the copper 
was worked uwp—in repoussé fashion 
—to form the design and the back- 
ground was filled in with enamel. Ina 
reverse method, by beating the metal 
down to form the cells, the design 
was worked in enamel and the metal 
reserves formed the background. 

Against a ground of turquoise blue 
enamel, Buddhas are seated in medi- 
tation on lotus cushions, amid cloud 
forms. There are traces of gilt. The 
reliquary is lined with yellow brass. 
Dimensions: 6%4 in. x 3% in.

AMERICAN CITIES 
COLLECTION 


Twenty-three aquatint engravings of 
Pbetne de cities and of New York 
City views by William James Ben- 
nett (c. 1784-1844) was recently 
placed on exhibition at The New- 
York Historical Society, ‘Central Park 
West at 77th Street. Considered by 
print experts to be the finest series 
of American views of the period, the 
folio-size aquatints are from the So- 
ciety’s collection, 

A member of the National Acad- 
emy of Design, Bennett was a water- 
color landscape painter, aquatint en- 
graver and etcher. As an Academy 
member, his associates were such 
noted artists as S. F. B. Morse, Asher 
B. Durand and J. F. Cropsey. A na- 
tive of England, he exhibited in Lon- 
don from 1808 to 1825. By 1826 he 
was in New York City, where he 
painted and engraved a view of Bowl- 
ing Green. A proof before letters of 
this view will highlight the exhibi- 
tion. 

New York remained Bennett’s home 
until 1843 when he moved to Nyack. 
He made a number of sketching trips 
through the United States, in 1830 
to Boston, West Point and Baltimore 
and to Buffalo in 1834. 

The aquatint mementoes of these 
trips will be included in the exhibit. 
American city views (sketched, paint- 
ed and engraved by Bennett unless 
noted) will include: Buffalo from 
Lake Erie, 1835, sketched by J. W. 
Hill; Troy from the West Bank of 


the Hudson, 1838; Baltimore from 
Federal Hill, 1830; Mobile, Ala., 
1841; New Orleans, 1840, from a 


sketch by Antoine Mondelli; Detroit, 
Michigan, 1836, sketched by Fred- 
erick Grain; Richmond, Virginia, and 
Charlestown, South Carolina, sketched 
by George Cooke. His aquatint views 
of Niagara Falls in 18387, five of 
which will be included in the display, 
were issued to sell for four dollars. 
Recent print sales show that the value 
of these prints has since skyrocketed. 

In addition to his Bowling Green 
view, other New York City scenes 
will include: Fulton Street and the 
Market, 1834, and South Street from 
Maiden Lane, 1828, both sketched 


and engraved by Bennett; a proof ° 


before letters of New York Bay, 
painted by John G. Chapman and 
engraved by Bennett. Also included 
will be two Bennett-engraved views 
of the New York Fire of 1835 after 
the Nicolino Calyo paintings. Other 
New York scenes will be a view of 
West Point from Phillipstown, 1830, 
and a view of Trenton Falls, N. Y., 
1834. 

While he was living in the city, 
Bennett’s work appeared in the week- 


ly illustrated magazine The New Mir- 
ror. In addition to the magazine, his 
publishers were two New York firms, 
Henry J. Megarey and Parker & 
‘Clover. 

Aquatint was an etching rather 
than an engraving process, where 
areas in tone instead of line were bit- 
ten into a copper plate by the action 
of acid through a porous ground. In- 
vented in the latter half of the eigh- 
teenth century, it flourished in great 
vogue in France and England for 
some seventy years until it was su- 
perseded by lithography. 

The exhibition, which will be on 
display through December, has been 
arranged by Arthur B. Carlson, Cu- 
rator of Maps and Prints. The ex- 
hibit will be open to the public dai- 
ly, except Mondays, from one to five 
p.m. and on Saturday from 10 a.m. 
to five p.m, The museum, which is 
admission free, is closed for the 
month of August. 





VENETIAN DRAWINGS 


A selection of 83 Venetian draw- 
ings spanning the period between 
1400 and 1630 from the collection of 
Janos Scholz were shown at the 
M. H. de Young Memorial Museum 
May 16 through June 21. Included 
in the exhibition were drawings by 
such masters as Mantegna, Car- 
paccio, Titian, Tintoretto, Veronese 
and others as well as lesser known 
artists who painted during the 
“Golden Age” of Venice. 

Janos Scholz, a musician of Hun- 
garian origin, began _ collecting 
drawings and prints in 1935 but 
eventually narrowed his field to that 
of Italian painters’ drawings and has 
built up a collection of over 1500, 
richly representing all regional 
schools of that country and forming 
one of the world’s most important 
private collections. 

This exhibition is the third region- 
al review of the Scholz collection 
“nd follows exhibitions of drawings 
from Lombardy and from Bologna 
shown in Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco through the collaboration of 
Dr. Alfred Neumeyer, Director of 
Mills College Art Gallery. 

Contained in the exhibition are 
drawings of individual figures in 
varying attitudes to be used at will 
in compositions of the artist, and 
also those done in preparation for the 
composition as a whole for the 
information of the person or insti- 
tution ordering the painting, as well 
as preliminary sketches that pre- 
ceded either of these types of draw- 
ings. 

The drawings span the transition

of the medieval type “study” to the 
naturalistic elements of the Renais- 
sance style with emphasis on the 
specific Venetian touch which, ap- 
peared early in the 16th century 
expressing what the eye of the color- 
ist sees not so much in terms of 
linear circumspection as in those of 
tonal values achieved by the passage 
from dark to light. The landscape 
as a background particularly the 
hill and castle emerges as a Vene- 
tian tradition. 

The dramatic mode culminating in 

the work of Tintoretto is stressed, 
as well as the decorative phase of 
the Venetian style as portrayed by 
Veronese. 
_ The exhibition of Venetian draw- 
ings was accompanied by an illus- 
trated catalog prepared by Janos 
Scholz with an introduction by Dr. 
Alfred Neumeyer. 





HUANG CHUN-PI 


The M. H. de Young Memoria] Mu- 
seum, San Francisco, recently pre- 
sented an exhibition of paintings by 
Huang Chun-Pi, acclaimed as one of 
China’s foremost landscape painters. 

This first American exhibition of 
his paintings shown at the China 
House in New York and in Washing- 
ton, D. C. previously, consisted pri- 
marily of landscapes executed in the 
classical style. 

In early childhood Huang Chun-Pi 
manifested a keen interest in art and 
devoted himself to the study of Chi- 
nese brushwork. And by the age of 
20 he had achieved recognition. 

After graduation from the Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts of Kwangtung 
Academy he taught in Canton at the 
School of Fine Arts. In 1934 the Can- 
ton municipal government sent him 
to Japan to study. And upon his re- 
turn he was invited to Sun Yat-sen 
Institute for the Advancement of Cul- 
ture and Education to make a sys- 
temic study of Chinese art. Subse- 
quently he published his first book 
titled “A History of Chinese Paint- 
ing.’ 

In 1936 he taught at the National 
School of Fine Arts and for the next 
nine years was Professor of Fine 
Arts at the National Central Univer- 
sity. Since 1949 he has served as Pro- 
fessor and Dean of the Department 
of Fine Arts at Taiwan Normal Uni- 
versity. Taipei, Taiwan. 

Professor Huang numbers among 
his students Madam Chiang Kai-shek 
and many who have themselves be- 
come well known artists. 
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JAN LIEVENS 


Wadsworth Atheneum has an- 
nounced acquisition of a large oil 
painting believed to be the work of 
Jan Lievens, a student of Rembrandt. 

The canvas is entitled “Joseph Tell- 
ing the Dreams of the Servants to 
Pharaoh.” The gift of Julius Weitz- 
ner, a New York art dealer, it is 
now on exhibit in Gallery M-43 of 
the Morgan Memorial. 

The subject of the painting is taken 
from the 40th chapter of Genesis in 
the Old Testament. Joseph is seen in 
the center of a typical Dutch inte- 
rior telling his story to Pharaoh, who 
s seated beside a fire. In the back- 
rround, other bystanders listen in- 
ently while a maid serves soup to a 
yed-ridden old woman. 

The men are dressed in Oriental 
»ostumes, as was frequently the case 
n works by Rembrandt’s pupils. The 
master had a large collection of such 
sostumes which he made available to 
his students, 

When presented to the Atheneum, 
the eanvas was attributed to Jan Vic- 
tors, another of Rembrandt’s pupils, 
whose works it also resembles. How- 
ever, a signature at the right of the 
painting (“J.L.”) now makes it seem 
likely the painting was done by Liev- 
ens. In treatment, it is associated 
with Lievens’ work of the late 1640’s 
after his return from Antwerp to 
Amsterdam. 

The canvas has been attributed to 
Lievens by Abraham. Bredius, one of 
the great Rembrandt scholars of this 
century. It was he who first suggest- 
ed the attribution to Lievens rather 
than Victors when he wrote: “This 
highly remarkable painting leads me 
to believe of the existence of works 
wherein Rembrandt and Lievens col- 
laborated . . . it shows in the balance 
of the painting, how fine % painter 
Lievens was in that period.”

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Is Demolition of Historic 
Landmarks Progress? 


By E. D. 


All over the land there is a flight 
to the suburbs, and with this exodus 
comes a demand for newer and big- 
ger roads and highways, “super-high- 
ways,” “throughways,” “freeways.” 
The bourgeoning population, the sky- 
rocketing cost of living with higher 
and higher standards, are changing 
the countryside and the cities, too. 

You cannot turn the clock back; 
some call it progress, change, new 
times, new issues, and so forth. Sub- 
urban communities as well as their 
big-city brethren are casting about, 
frantically looking for ways and 
means to underwrite the costs and 
expenses of newer, bigger, schools, 
roads, community facilities and serv- 
ices. 

The nation seems to be caught in 
a vicious circle of an inflation spiral 
and a rising population. It will work 
out of this in time, of course, since 
competent predictions are that pop- 
ulation rise will level off when the 
World War II marriage crop of ba- 
bies matures. The years of the De- 
pression in the Thirties was a low 
point in marriages, so population 
rise should even out, Things do have 
a way of evening out. 

In the meantime, however, as in 
all periods of change and upheaval, 
there are losses as well as gains. In 
the latter category are many hun- 
dreds of historical and architectural 
landmarks which now are found in 
the way of “civic improvement” proj- 
ects, super-highways, parking lot acre- 
age plans, new business block con- 
struction, and so on. 

Searcely a day passes but what 
one reads of a new project which 
will doom to demolition some his- 
toric structure. In this growing situ- 
ation, we find rare examples of ar-

chitecture of all periods in our his- 
tory sentenced to fall under the crow- 
bar and sledge of the wreckers. 


In 1941, the University of Chica- 
go published a book by John Drury, 
“Old Chicago Houses,” which listed 
and illustrated about 100 old houses 
of historic and social importance and 
interest, Pre- and Post-Fire. Over 18 
years have elapsed since that book 
was published and it is a safe bet 
that quite a few of these structures 
have either been demolished or dras- 
tically denatured (over the vocife- 
rous protests of various civic groups). 

This sort of thing has been going 
on in communities all over the na- 
tion. Indignation meetings have been 
held in towns and cities, asking why 
some of these structures HAVE to be 
torn down. Inquiries have been made 
to see if streets or highways could be 
re-routed. Real estate speculators have 
been persuaded to try developing in 
other areas, and present owners of 
such buildings convinced demolition or 
denaturing could be postponed. 

Back of some of the trouble lies, 
without doubt, a desire to make a 
quick profit, have the property con- 
demned by eminent-domain statute, 
or to sell to some large realty con- 
cern whose major interest is in mak- 
ing a profit on land it believes it 
can turn over rapidly. To be quite 
fair about it, there is no law in 
the land which forbids a real estate 
syndicate from buying up any land 
which is on the open market, or 
whose owners can be persuaded to 
put it on the open market, whether 
or not it contains historic landmarks, 
buildings, or sites. 


Appealing to a businessman’s sense 
of history and suggesting he can be 
a benefactor to posterity by not 
demolishing an historic structure may 
be a task. It could be quite beyond 
the scope or capabilities of a civic 
group composed of ordinary men and 
women who have only the traditions 
of the past to offer such a man. 


Let us say Mr. X owns a parcel 
of land in a business section of a 
fair-sized New England town. Let 
us further say that on this parcel 
stands an historic mansion that once 
housed a group of Revolutionary war 
officers who had convened in a meet- 
ing to help draft plans for the cam- 
paign against Burgoyne at Saratoga. 


The Daughters of the American 
Revolution may have, in times past, 
persuaded the owner of the mansion 
to maintain the grounds, put a 
plaque by the front door with appro- 
priate historic legend, including the 
names, the date, and purpose of that 
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meeting, etc. A flag may have been 
flying 365 days of the year, either 
on the lawn from a standard, or 
from a holder at a window-sill. Let 
us say further that all this was 
agreed to, that the property has been 
kept up, that subsequent occupants 
of the mansion have faithfully pre- 
served its ancient aspects, and that 
the building is still in private hands. 

A lucrative offer has been made to 
Mr. X to dispose of the parcel of 
land, which would include this Rev- 
olutionary mansion. He can use the 
extra funds from the sale of such 
a piece of property. Let us say, from 
the point of view of the civic develop- 
ers, it would be very desirable to 
have a large terminal built there to 
relieve congestion in the older part 
of the business district. Or perhaps, 
the town fathers have decided this 
parcel of land should go for a new 
high school. And in this day of high 
mobility, parking space would be nec- 
essary, and it would be impossible 
to make exceptions—all available 
land would need to be utilized. 

As has been the case in many in- 
stances, Mr. X caves in, and sells 
out, and in due course the Revolu- 
tionary landmark falls under the 
erowbars of the wrecking crew. There 
would be a spate of indignation meet- 
ings, letters to the newspaper editors, 
and resolutions passed by various 
groups interested in preserving the 
old house, but in the end, it would go. 

Other examples could be cited. In 
Hartford, Conn., a new East-West 
highway has been debated ever since 
the close of World War II. The orig- 
inal route met with violent objections 
of property owners who saw their 
various neighborhoods cut through 
by the planned route. 

The issue has been batted back and 
forth. Even today, the finafl*route has 
not been decided upon. But, whichever 
route is finally selected, some historic 
houses are doomed. And the plans for 
a new high school are dooming two 
or three mansions that were part of 
the Mark Twain literary colony in 
the 1870-1885 period, “Nook Farm” 
especially, : 

The urgent need for parking areas 
in many business sections of our cities 
is dooming a host of historic struc- 
tures, By “historic structures” I do 
not necessarily mean buildings that 
at one time housed gatherings of im- 
portant people in our nation’s histo- 
ry, or were lived in by famous people, 
or even by early families. I have ref- 
erence to the steady draining away 
of our architectural heritage by these 
demolitions, denaturings, and occa- 
sional los: by fire, or even by lack 
of upkeep and care. 

When one reviews the architectural 
history of the country, and thinks of 
the various periods of building em- 
ployed, it can be seen that examples 
of each period and type are becoming 
more rare with each passing year. 
New York Dutch is practically non- 
existent. Early Colonial, Georgian, 
Jacobean, Carolingian, Garrison Co- 
lonial, Saltbox, Overhany, Salem Mul-

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FURNITURE IN THE 
WILLIAM AND MARY 
STYLE 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


William and Mary came to the 
throne of England in 1689. It is 
doubtful, however, if furniture in the 
baroque style bearing their names— 
a direct importation into England 
from Holland — reached the Colonies 
until shortly before 1700. 

How it reached them even at that 
date is a matter of speculation, but 
doubtless some furniture in this style 
was brought over by new settlers, 
then copied by Colonial joiners ready 
for any new idea that would add to 
the beauty and comfort of their pro- 
ductions. Many artisans from Europe 
arrived at this time in all the Colon- 
ies, and they, too, brought with them 
knowledge of the new fashion. 

Although the William and Mary 
style had considerable effect upon tne 
furniture made in the Colonies, it 
was, after all, short-lived. In many 
ways it was a transitional style be- 
tween the heavy and elaborate Ja- 
cobean and the beautiful Queen Anne. 

Some of the William and Mary 
furniture was made of oak, so popu- 
lar in the preceding periods, but the 
Colonial workmen were finding wal- 
nut, maple, pine, apple-wood, syca- 
more, and other native woods much 
easier to use. So this new-style 
furniture was not only less heavy 
and bulky because of its design but 
also because of its construction from 
lighter-weight wood. 

Inlay, often called marquetry, be- 
came an important feature of decora- 
tion during these years. Frequently 
it took the form of elaborate floral 
patterns, or the very popular seaweed 
design. Veneering was also fashion- 
able. 

At about this time the banister- 
back chair, both with and without 
arms, replaced somewhat the cane- 
back chair. Some of the furniture 
was painted and gilded. The uphol- 
stered wing chair made its appear- 
ance. And there were many more 
day beds and settees, either uphol- 
stered or with loose cushions. 

Outstanding characteristics of the 
William and Mary furniture are the 
turned legs with inverted cups or in 
a trumpet shape; and the serpentine- 
shaped stretcher. Drop handles were 
commonly used. The double-arched 
back was usual on cabinets and set- 
tees. 

Chair backs were high, and round- 
ed at the top with carving. The 
cockle shell and acanthus leaf were 
both popular for this purpose. In 
addition to the banister-back chair 
there were other chairs, some caned, 
and some upholstered. 





and two deep drawers. The arcaded frort 
of the apron is edged with cock-beading 
and enhanged with two acorn pendants. 
The table is on maple, trumpet-turned legs, 
joined by a scrolling X-stretcher, continu: 
ing to ball feet. 
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Chair legs were square, _ spiral- 
turned, or octagonal with hoof, claw, 
ball, or bun feet. Toward the end of 
the period the cabriole leg came in, 
the Spanish scroll was introduced, 
and block feet were used on chests. 
Most of these new features showed 
how great the Dutch influence was 
in England at this time. 


From the Orient, by way of Hol- 
land, came the knowledge of lac- 
quering, which became the vogue in 
England and continued with decreas- 
ing popularity until the end of the 
eighteenth century. This fad spread 
to the Colonies, and some of the 
work done before 1735 was very 
good. 

Lacquered furniture was never as 
popular in America, however, as it 
was in England. In Boston, as early 
as 1700, David Mason was advertis- 
ing his ability to execute this form 
of decoration as well as gilding, 
painting, and varnishing. 

Highboys appeared about 1700 and 
rapidly became a favorite of the Col- 
onial craftsmen. The greater number 
were made with six trumpet-shaped 
legs, with ball feet, and flat cyma- 
curved stretchers. Occasionally the 
spiral-turned legs were used. 

Often we find a matching lowboy 
accompanying the highboy. The gate- 
leg table also arrived. Higher bed- 
steads were introduced at this time. 
However their frames were generally 
hidden beneath canopies and hangings 
of satin or silk. 

Although Queen Anne came to the 
throne of England in 1702, it is 
doubtful whether any of the so- 
called Queen Anne furniture appear- 
ed in the Colonies much before her 
death in 1714. Even then the ac- 
ceptance and development of this new 
style proceeded slowly. 

Many of today’s collectors of Am- 
erican-made furniture are apt to pre- 
fer the Queen Anne, Chippendale, 
Hepplewhite, or Sheraton styles to 
the William and Mary. Nevertheless, 
others search eagerly for worthwhile 
examples of this interesting style.

lion, Greek Revival, Mansart, and Vic- 
torian, Queen Anne, and Edwardian 
are being depleted. 

Perhaps the least mourned of the 
demolished types are the Mansart and 
Victorian. But Phillip Maass in his 
book, “The Gingerbread Era,” points 
out that the day is rapidly approach- 
ing—if it is not already here—when 
Victorian examples of American ar- 
chitecture (“Carpenter Gothic,” “Ita- 
lian Villa,” etc.) will be as rare as 
the early Colonial, Salem Mullion, or 
Saltbox. 

The frantic rush to tear down and 
turn into parking lots, new super- 
highways, or real estate develop- 
ments America’s historic buildings 
and grounds should be slowed before 
we lose our heritage altogether. And, 
while we have the breathing spell, a 
good hobby is to take as many photo- 
graphs as one can of the structures 
that still survive. Who knows, some 
day such photographs and snapshots 
will be very precious to students and 
historians of a later age. 

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution have rendered yeoman 
service in the field of restoring and 
/or preserving historic houses. For 
those interested in this subject, one 
can do no better than to recommend 
the work, “Historic Restorations of 
the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution” by Lewis Barrington, pub- 
lished by Richard R. Smith, Ince., 
1941, Since this work appeared, pos- 
sibly even some of these houses have 
been victims of “progress.” 

The time is growing short. If you 
know how to operate a box camera 

(and who doesn’t?) better hie your- 
self over to any old structure you 
know of and take a view of it, be- 
cause at the rate these buildings are 
being torn down, it might disappear 
before you know it. 

When you go vacationing this spring 
or summer, lose no opportunity to 
take pictures of any historic build- 
ing you run across. Possibly your 
snapshot may be the last ever taken 
of it. This will be a rewarding hob- 
by. You may well be of assistance to 
some future analyst. And if, by some 
unhappy chance, the structure is al- 
ready in the throes of being dis- 
mantled, take a picture of that, too.

it is appreciated throughout the 
state. 

That it was not made in or around 
Lancaster is also possible. My own 
contention is that some of this tin 
came from these parts. By this I do 
not mean it was commercially made 
here, although fortunately familiar- 
ity with tin-work is borne out through 
signed pieces of punched tin made 
hereabouts, 

Artisans who could cut a pattern 
for a tin pot to be decorated with 
skilful punched work, could certainly 
have cut tin of lowlier type. Also, if 
the dower chest, the Kass, chairs, 
and tables were decorated here, why 
pass up the opportunity for the thrif- 
ty layman to decorate the coffee pots, 
bread and fruit baskets, trays, docu- 
ment boxes, etc., that were an early 
rage. 

Of course, another possibility is 
that, during the great Western trek, 
many a New England tinman with 
a roving foot left his native haunts 
and started West. In order to finance 
himself he may have stopped at sev- 
eral prosperous villages in Pennsyl- 
vania, set up his tinmans’s tools, and 
turned out appealing pieces for the 
housewives. 

These may have been purchased in 
pairs, one for the kitchen and one 
for decorative best. If this happened 
several times in several villages by 
numerous tinmen at least a goodly 
number of decorated pieces would 
ave survived, painted in the glow- 
ing colors loved by Pennsylvanians 
. . . Singing blues, rose reds, shades 
of green, and yellow, often accented 
with black. 

It is also possible that many a 
traveling tinman paid for his food 
and lodgings with his skill, for what 
beauty-starved housewife could resist 
this cheerful, painted tin? And again, 
supposing he were of the Connecticut 
school, his folk art technique would 
naturally appeal to a people of sim- 
ilar roots. 

There is much serious research be- 
ing done along these lines by honest 
workers, One day this seeming riddle 
will be solved, as others just as im- 
portant have been.

reduced to a bearable minimum. The 
matter of making the spring of suf- 
ficient length and strength to provide 
at least 24 hours of operation at one 
winding, was likewise a problem of 
refinement, adding nothing nor tak- 
ing anything away from the basic 
idea. 

The problem, which required the 
addition of something extraneous to 
the original invention, was the varia- 
tion in power supplied by the spring 
when “wound up” or “run down,” and 
the continuous variation between 
these two points. The crown wheel 


and verge type of escapement, the 
only one known and used at that 
time, was extremely sensitive to this 
variation in power. 


With this type of escapement, the 
time-piece would gain at an exorbi- 
tant rate when the spring was fully 
wound and lose time as the spring 
ran down. This escapement was rea- 
sonably satisfactory in a weight 
clock, because the pull of a weight 
is constant, but its performance in a 
spring-powered time-piece was most 
erratic. 

The first device to counteract the 
variation in power of the coiled 
spring is known as a “stackfreed.” 
The origin of the word “stackfreed” 
is unknown and its inventor is also 
unknown, which is unfortunate. It 
is said to be a German invention and 
this is almost certainly true. 

A very fine illustration of the “sta- 
ckfreed” can be seen as Fig. 4 on 
page 16 of Britten’s “Old Clocks And 
Watches And Their Makers,” 1956 
edition. An illustration may also be 
found on page 125 of “Time And 
Timekeepers” by Willis I. Milham. 
It appears in many other publications 
on old time-pieces. 

The stackfreed is a spring with a 
small wheel or roller which presses 
against a cam or snail mounted on a 
cogged wheel that has the space of 
two or three teeth left uncut as a 
stop against over-winding. The shape 
of the cam was designed to cause 
the spring bearing against it to 
slow its action when the mainspring 
was fully wound, and to increase its 
action when the mainspring was run- 
ning down. This was to equalize the 
torque between the times of winding, 
i.e., to even up the variation in power 
of the coiled spring. The stackfreed 
was an awkward mechanical device 
which passed with the early years 
of the 17th century. It may be said 
here, in passing, that it is true 
enough the “stackfreed” was a poor 
expedient and did not survive long. 
Nevertheless, the dream of most 
every collector is to find an old 
time-piece equipped with this device. 
It has great importance and value. 

The device which adequately and 
effectively solved the problem of 
variation in power of the main- 
spring is known as the “fusee.” Brit- 
ten says of this device: “ ... the 
fusee was a perfect remedy and sur- 
vives in use in marine chronometers 
at the present day.” 

The best illustration I have seen 
may be found as Fig. 5, on page 17 
of Britten’s “Old Clocks And Watches 
And Their Makers,” 1956 edition. It 
will, of course, be found in many 
other books dealing with old time- 
pieces. 

The fusee was invented by Jacob 
Zech of Prague in 1525. The word 
fusee is'said to come from the idea 
of a thread-wound spindle. It refers 
to the catgut-wound fusees used or- 
iginally to work the mechanisms. The 
fusee acted as an equalizer for 
spring-driven clocks. 

When the spring was fully wound, 
the clock ran fast. As the clock 
spring ran down, the clock ran slow. 
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To even up the clock’s running, one 
end of a catgut was fastened to the 
large end of a conical-shaped grooved 
arbor or fusee. The other end of this 
catgut was fastened to the barrel 
that housed the mainspring, and 
about this barrel the catgut was 
wound. 

Attached to the fusee a system of 
ratchet (angular toothed wheel), 
pawl, winding square, and hinged 
lever, wound the gut from the spring 
barrel onto the fusee, tightening the 
mainspring. As the end of the gut 
approached it tripped the hinged 
lever which reversed the gut and the 
compressed mainspring in the barrel 
pulled the catgut back onto the 
spring barrel, from the thin end of 
the fusee first, and from the broad 
end of the fusee later to balance 
the running down of the mainspring, 
thus equalizing the torque. The 
little hinged lever prevented over- 
winding of the mainspring. 

Further comments on the fusee and 
the tremendous part it has played in 
the development of accurate time- 
measuring devices will be made in 
the second part of this article. 

It should be said here that the il- 
lustrations appearing in connection 
with this article are added merely 
as a matter of interest and have no 
direct bearing on the text.

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The Twelfth New York Plate 


By TRYON MASON SHEPHERD 


Many organizations from the time 
of the Pilgrim Celebration at Ply- 
mouth in 1820* to the present time, 
have used the idea of a plate as the 
souvenir above all others, to help 
keep alive the memory of some spe- 
cial occasion. We can thank such 
societies and clubs as The Daughters 
of the American Revolution, The 
Union League Club of Brooklyn and 
The Dutchess County Society for 
many of the best Historical Plates 
issued in the last century. 


However, I think that the plate 
prepared by the Twelfth New York 
Veterans for the homecoming ban- 
quet, after the Spanish American 
War, has more historical informa- 
tion on it than any plate that I have 
ever seen, and includes some points 
that I have never seen in a commem- 
orative plate. ‘ 


I wish to thank Major John V. 
Gallegher, Assistant to the Adjutant 
General of the State of New York, 
for his assistance in furnishing the 
military record of Thomas Clark 
Chalmers, and the later record of 
the Twelfth New York. 


This nine-inch fine China Plate 
made on white with light blue dec- 
oration and a gold edge, is unfor- 
tunately without a maker’s mark. As 
it is definitely dated: May 2, 1899, 
we can probably safely accept it as 
American. 


The center of the front of the plate 
bears the inscription “12th Regiment 
Leads Crossing the Long Bridge into 
Virginia in the War of the Union - 
May 1861” above, and below a pic- 
ture of the crossing, surrounded by 
flags and bunting. 


At the top of the plate and form- 
ing a part of the border appears the 
Arms of the Regiment supported by 
flags and carrying an Eagle as a 
crest. 


At the bottom, within the wreath, 
appears the explanation of the rest 
of the border: “Campaigns for the 
Flag and Country with the U.S. Ar- 
my of the 12th New York Regiment.” 


The campaigns of the regiment are 
commemorated as follows: 


The first wreath, at the left of 
the Arms, commemorates the Tomp- 
kins Blues in the War with Mexico. 
From this company came the offi- 
cers that later formed the Twelfth 
New York Militia. 


The wreath on the right of the 
Arms and three of the bunting cir- 
cles contain descriptions of four of 
the Civil War Campaigns which span 
the entire Civil War period from 
April 19th, 1861 to Appomatox. 


The Second Campaign is of note 
as it includes and ends with the dis- 
astrous and feeble defense of Har- 
pers Ferry, There, 10,000 Union sol- 
diers were surrendered to Stonewall 
Jackson, thus clearing the way for 
his joining Lee at Antietam and also 
preparing a retreat way down the 
valley for Lee. A decent defense of 
Harpers Ferry might well have 
meant the destruction of Lee’s Army 
at Antietam. 


The Regiment in New York during 
the Civil War was used as a kind of 
recruit pool and from it came vari- 
ous organizations. This had rather 
peculiar results, as judged from our 
present day ideas of Veteran organ- 
izations. This pool also provided a 
number of distinguished officers for 
the Union Army. 


The Fifth Campaign of the Regi- 
ment is shown as of May 2nd, 1898 
to April 1899, and represents partici- 
pation in the War with Spain when 
the Regiment served in Cuba as the 
12th New York Volunteers. 


On the outer edge of the reverse 
we find two lists of officers, enclosed 


in separate wreaths. That at the top, 
lists the officers of the Regiment 
killed in action, and the wreath at 
the bottom encloses the names of the 
officers wounded in action from Mex- 
ico to the close of the Civil War. 


Many of these officers distinguished 
themselves in later life; however, I 
will mention only a few of them to 
show what might be expected of a 
regiment after four years of train- 
ing on the field of battle. Among the 
veterans of the Regiment listed as 
wounded in action are eight general 
officers and two colonels. Butterfield 
commanded a division at Kenesaw 
Mountain and a corps at Fredericks- 
burg, although he is best remembered 
as Meade’s chief of staff at Gettys- 
burg. Sickles commanded a brigade 
at Antietam and a corps at Gettys- 
burg, where, according to Meade and 
his friends, he almost lost the bat- 
tle due to the position he assumed in 
front of Cemetery Ridge. Whether 
true or false, Sickles and his men 
certainly took a lot of fight out of 
the Confederate Right. 


T. W. Sweeny, an Irishman by 
birth, served with distinction during 
the War with Mexico, led a brigade 
at Shiloh, commanded a division dur- 
ing the Atlanta Campaign, and not 
having seen quite enough action by 
the close of the Civil War, proceeded 
to help out with the Finian Invasion 
of Canada in 1866. 


The ovals, at each side of the plate, 
contain a list of the battles in which 
the Regiment engaged. 


Within the circle of gold, in the 
center of the reverse, appears the 
date: 1861 - May 2nd, 1898, a fag 
and “Welcome Home To Our Regi- 
ment That Knows And Does Its Du- 
ty,’ a panel containing the name 
“Thomas C. Chalmers, Surgeon, Ma- 
jor, 12th Regt. N. Y., 5th Campaign,” 
and finally, “Dinner to the Officers 
Returning Home Sherry’s May 2nd, 
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99.” The officer’s name (which ap- 
pears under glaze) and the words: 
“5th Campaign,” add materially to 
the interest of the plate. At first, 
I thought that Chalmers was possi- 
bly the only officer left in the Regi- 
ment who had served with the Regi- 
ment all through the Civil and Span- 
ish Wars. In view of later informa- 
tion, it is now proven that the Fifth 
Campaign refers only to the Spanish 
War, and therefore, each plate was 
an individual job and each officer 
evidently had his own pfate, with the 
panel part, at least, different from 
his neighbors’, and bearing his name, 
rank and campaigns under glaze. 


With the above statement in mind, 
and the location of the dinner, even 
without a menu, we can certainly see 
that the Welcome Home was given 
without consideration of cost, and in 
a way to be long remembered by the 
Guests of Honor. 


The subsequent service of the 
Twelfth New York includes the 
Meuse Argonne Offensive in World 
War I, Asiatic Pacific Theater par- 
ticipation in World War II, and since 
1947 it is once more a component 
part of the New York National Guard 
with home station in New York City.

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ASHTRAYS 


An Easy Collection for World Travelers 


Of the many souvenirs the Her- 
man Ewers of Wichita, Kans., and 
Cascade, Colo., have brought home 
from their travels through more than 
70 countries, the commonest of all, 
ashtrays has proved the most fasci- 
nating. 

Mrs. Ewers has over 300 ashtrays 
displayed on narrow shelves against 
the knotty pine walls of her summer 
cabin in Cascade. These ashtrays are 
made of a wide variety of materials, 
and each one brings back a host of 
memories, 

Some of these ashtrays are very 
valuable. Many are gifts from friends 
and from famous people the Ewers 
have met in their travels. At least a 
few are antiques, and each tray has 
a story. 

Lucy Ewers first started with a 
collection of bells. After she had 
about a hundred of these, she realized 
she had two ashtrays that were 
unique. They were from the ships 
Bremen and Columbus, both of which

were sunk during the war so that 
no one except another ashtray collec- 
tor could have such souvenirs. 

She decided that having one ash- 
tray from each famous ship, plane, 
restaurant, hotel, night club, and 
city visited would be a better collec- 
tion for her than bells. Ashtrays 
are more economical since many such 
places gladly present them without 
cost when asked. Trays are easier 
and less costly to transport since 
they are usually small and light 
weight. And they are excellent me- 
mentos since each can be connected 
at a glance with the place it was 
acquired, In addition to being dec- 
orative, and conversation pieces, they 
are useful, 

Ten years ago Mr. Ewers’ physi- 
cian prescribed travel for his health. 
Since then the Ewers have spent 
about four months out of every year 
abroad. They sailed on great ships 
to Europe, the Mediterranean, the 
South Seas, South America, North 








Cape, and the Caribbean. They have 
traveled on great air lines and fa- 
mous intercontinental railways. Each 
is represented by an ashtray, unique, 
handsome. 

Some of their plane souvenirs are 
marked “Fly Air Jordan,’ remind- 
ing them of a flight from Cairo to 
Jerusalem; “Marrakech,” from Casa- 
blanca to Marrakech; and “K.L.M. 
Reali Lines Aeree Olandeii,” the 
Dutch airline from Curacao to La- 
guirra, Venezuela. 

Perhaps a listing of some of the 
materials will give an indication of 
the wide variety to be found in the 
collection. There are brass, porcelain, 
plastic, tin, cloisonné, satsuma, silver, 
old English bone china, copper, iron, 
pottery, alabaster, glass, shell, wood, 
and many combinations of these ma- 
terials. 

One of the most valuable ashtrays 
was made for them in Portugal by 
a friend, ‘Commander Standish Hall 
of the U.S. Navy, out of a medal

belonging originally to his father. 
The large silver medal, embedded in 
a brass tray, was struck about 1879, 
celebrating the centennial of a fa- 
mous sea battle by John Paul Jones, 
in September of 1779, On one side ts 
the portrait of Jones, on the other, 
of his ship, 

Another, somewhat similar ashtray 
they had made of a medal embedded 
in brass. This medal was struck in 
1888 by the “Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of~* Boston,” 
of which Mrs. Ewers’ stepfather was 
a member. These most unusual and 
valuable ashtrays are in contrast to 
the simplest in the collection of glass 
from the Missouri Pacific, and from 
the New York Central railways. 

The oldest ashtray is actually an 
ancient oil lamp from Lebanon, made 
of pottery, with its handle at one 
side and tiny spout at the other. It 
was given them in Baalbeck, Leba- 
non, by “Papa David,” a famous an- 
tiques dealer. The newest item in the 
collection is a small silver tray, with 
a rosy lustre on the surface (due to 
the native finish), from a brand new, 
air-conditioned hotel in Bangkok, 
Siam. 

Two of the most unique trays are 
also among the handsomest—and the 
funniest! A striking, large, brass 
tray has a brass airplane hovering 
over it, a gift of Olive Ann Beech of 
Beech Aircraft Co. of Wichita. And 
a china ashtray from Panama, sure 
to rouse a laugh from any guest to 
whom it is passed, is a reclining bath- 
ing beauty whose shapely legs swing 
idly back and forth in the air as 
she fans. 

There are so many that several 
drawers are filled with ashtrays which 


cannot be displayed, and the Ewers 
have pieces from their collection 
scattered for use all over their large 
living room. These include a green 
pottery one from the famous Broad- 
moor Hotel in Colorado Springs where 
the Olympic skating tournaments are 
held in the Broadmoor Ice Palace. 
Others are of copper, of wood from 
Cuba, a hardwood hand-carved rea- 
listic bear from Bali complete to 
sharp teeth, and a champagne ad 
from France, 

One of the finest ashtrays in their 
collection was picked up in a shop 
in Seville, It shows the King of 
Spain in uniform, the Queen with 
a fur scarf across her shoulders, and 
their infant son, the Prince, in an 
elaborate bassinet—the boy who was 
later to become the Alphonso de- 
posed from the throne. This ashtray 
is marked at the top with a crown. 
and the words “Recuerdo del April 
1907” in gold beneath it. The whole 
is very handsome in white and gold 
raised figures on a pale olive back- 
ground. 

An old flowered Bavarian porce- 
lain ashtray marked Excelsior Hotel 
Ernst Koln is from the hotel across 
from the Cologne Cathedral bombed 
out during the war. Three ashtrays 
are from a hotel in Cairo, Egypt, 
one from years ago, and two picked 
up in the debris at different times 
after fire destroyed the hotel. Still 
others are of amber glass from the 
earthquake-proof Imperial Hotel in 
Tokyo, and one of tiny roses painted 
on Bavarian china from the Ritz in 
Paris. 

In addition to the oil lamp from 
Baalbeck, another with Biblical con- 
nection is dated 1924, made from a 
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tree of Lebanon. A coin from Leba- 
non is embedded in the polished base, 
and the bark has been left on the 
trunk from which the tray was cut. 
Two ashtrays from Japan are made 
of satsuma. 

British ashtrays include corona- 
tion souvenirs. And a New Zealand 
one shows a picture of the weird kiwi 
bird, now nearly extinct, a ‘pre-his- 
toric left-over with scarcely any 
feathers, and unable to fly. 

Several were presented by famous 
people to the Ewers. There is one 
from the daughter of a President of 
Chili, who is the head of a big 
wine company there. A black glass 
one was sent as a ‘Christmas card by 
Paul Reinhold of the Metropolitan 
Opera, showing a white snowman on 
the black glass and giving the sea- 
son’s greetings. A cigarette box was 
presented by officials of the Kungs- 
holm, showing, on seals, all the coun- 
tries visited on their South Pacific 
cruises. And a brass tray from the 
Bremen was given by Commander 
Perry Oakes, 

Some have a special sentimental 
connotation for Mrs. Ewers, such as 
the one from the Park Hotel in Istan- 
bul where her father died when he 
was on the Hoover Food Commis- 
sion at the end of World War I. A 
gift from the Fung family, which 
is one of those that founded Hong 
Kong, is a Chinese slipper about two 
inches long, of metal, with a hinged 
tongue inside. 

There are other outstanding items 
in the collection. One is an old Turk- 
ish coin mounted in silver; another, 
an ancient Chinese coin from Hong 
Kong set in silver. A roulette wheel 
on china, comes from Monte Cz.rlo. 
A cut-through shell was bought in 
a cameo shop in Pompeii, Italy. A 
tray of Danish porcelain shows the 
beautiful scene of Hans Christian An- 
dersen’s mermaid in Copenhagen har- 
bor. 


A hand-carved wood ashtray with 
four legs comes from Pago Pago, 
Samoa; one of butterfly wings on sil- 
ver from the Fiji Islands; and a 
wooden water buffalo above a water 
hole, from the Philippines. 

A triangular-shaped ashtray of 
very thin brass is from the Hotel La 
Mamounia where Churchill stayed 
in Marrakech; a large flat silver one 
from Tlemsen, Algeria, where the an- 
cient Roman wall is found; and a 
very crude one from Huku Hiva in 
the Marquesas Islands. 

One of the most unusual in shape 
is a round picture in a medallion 
held up above an ashtray, showing 


a scene of the beach and hotel at 
Punte del Este, Uruguay. One, in 
amber glass, is from a Buenos Aires 
night club. and another in square 
china is from the Baglioni Palace 
Hotel Majestic at Florence. 

A hand-carved, painted, wooden 


ashtray is from Dubrovnik. A heavy 
brass one, from Nazareth, is only two 
inches square, and most unusual one, 
recently acquired, is large, of white 
china shaped like an old man’s hat 
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with deep crown and wide brim, from 
the Fujiya Hotel, Miyanoshita, Jap- 


n. 

Perhaps the heaviest is the top 
of a spittoon, of heavy brass, from 
the train that runs from Oran to Al- 
geria. Two very old ones of alabas- 
ter, small and translucent, are from 
Luxur in Egypt and from Memphis, 
with a scarab carved on the edge of 
the latter. 

Friends had another amusing one 
made up for them at the Café de la 
Paix in Paris, of metal, painted, 
dated April 9, 1958, and with their 
signatures. Another, a martini ad, 
was presented to them by Father 
Martini, a young Catholic priest. The 
most modernistic in the collection is 
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of black lines on white china, with 
two raised masks on one edge, rep- 
resenting Tragedy and Comedy. 

Mrs. Ewers has identified each 
tray with a small white plaster patch 
on the back, giving the place it was ac- 
quired and the date. The trays are ar- 
ranged in rows on shallow wooden 
shelves between the exposed beams 
of the walls at the end of the long 
living room, They are sorted accord- 
ing to country or region rather than 
material or other category. 

Each look at the walls is a reliv- 
ing of their travels, a revival of de- 
lightful memories of far places, with 
their exotic sights and scents and 
sounds, and a remembrance of dear 
distant friends. 


Search for Salem [Mass.] Heirs

We recently talked with two young 
lawyers in Lynn, Mass., Shirley Li- 
pinski and Robert G. Phelan, who 
have become genealogists and archi- 
vists in their search for the missing 
heirs to a bank account that amounts 
to $9,602. 

During the six months they’ve been 
working on this case, scores of claim- 
ants have come forward and the two 
attorneys are still looking for more. 

At the moment they are trying to 
find the descendants or legal heirs 
of three men who lived in Salem 
more than 100 years ago: Stephen 
White of Elm St., Capt. Nathaniel 
Brown of Brown St., and John Battis 
of Charter St. 

The descendants of 11 other Sa- 
lem merchants and business men are 
entitled to share in the division of 
the bank accofint if they can be lo- 
cated and furnish legal proof of their 
relationship. 

In 1831 these men lived on Elm St. 
in the well-to-do district of the then 
booming New England port, a street 
that is now heavily traveled Haw- 
thorne Blvd. They called themselves 
“The Proprietors of the Elm Street 
Drain.” 

Besides White the proprietors were 
Tucker Daland, Joseph Peabody, Gide- 
on Barstow, Gideon Tucker, Thomas 
Needham, John W. Archer, William 
Mansfield, J. W. Peabody, William 
P. Fenno, William F, Gardner and 
William Manning. 

At a later date, Capt. Brown, Bat- 
tis and Dr. D. E. Fitzgerald contrib- 
uted to the fund and their houses 
were connected to the drain, 

Letters have been received by . At- 
tys. Lipinski and Phelan from folks 
who claim they were descendants of 
one or other of the proprietors with 
the exception of White, Fenno and 
Capt. Brown. 

At the Essex Institute Miss Lipin- 


ski found a genealogical record stat- 
ing that Fenno moved to Boston from 
Salem, and to New York where he 
died. There was no mention of any 
of his children. 

The account was brought to light 
by Atty. William B. Welch of Mar- 
blehead, one of the trustees of the 
Salem Savings Bank, where the 
amount had been growing for a cen- 
tury. 

It was begun with a modest de- 
posit of $87, which through the magic 
of compound interest and special divi- 
dends declared years ago, has grown 
to $9,062. Last September Welch 
called the matter to the attention of 
the Essex County probate court and 
was appointed trustee of the fund. 

Recognizing the vast amount of 
work that would be necessary to 
trace the legal heirs, he asked Miss 
Lipinski and Phelan to serve as in- 
vestigators. It has proved to be a 
formidable task and has led through 
a forest of family trees, changes in 
the spelling of names and the rela- 
tive degree of kinship of the claim- 
ants to the departed proprietors. 

The investigators are not sure 
when their search will be concluded, 
but they expect to have a report— 
which can be submitted to the pro- 
bate court and furnish the basis for 
the distribution of the money—ready 
in two months. 

There are two starting dates for 
the beginning of the fund—27 years 
apart. In 1831 the residents along 
Elm St. banded together to build the 
drain along this thoroughfare from 
Essex St. to the South River. They 
signed a formal agreement to pay 
their proportion of the cost, depend- 
ing on the distance from the middle 
of the street to their homes, (Gideon 
Tucker and Fenno each had two hous- 
es connected). 

Records have been discovered that 
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$734.70 was subscribed and all of 
that money was spent except $87.95. 
It went for labor, food for the labor- 
ers, bricks, tiles and lumber. 

Tucker Daland acted as disbursing 
agent and his meticulous records 
show that he bought fish, bread, 
cheese and a daily quota of rum for 
the men who worked on the drain. 
In 1831 rum retailed at $1 a gal- 
a at Peter Webster’s store in Sa- 
em. 

After that things quieted down 
(drainwise) on Elm St., and it is 
assumed that some of the original 
proprietors were gathered to their 
fathers. At any rate Tucker Daland, 
was, and Henry L. Williams, the ad- 
ministrator of his estate, found the 
records of the building project and 
the $87.95 among his papers, 

He added a nickel to the 95 cents, 
bought an advertisemeut in the Sa- 
lem Gazette to call a meeting of the 
proprietors. It was duly held, and 
Williams was instructed to put the 
money in the bank, which he did. 

_ While Salem’s position in the mari- 
time trade faded and its proud clip- 
per ships were replaced by steam car- 
riers, the city’s water and sewage 
system marched forward. New pipes 
were laid and the old Elm St. drain 
was forgotten. The only people who 
remembered it were the folks at the 
Salem Savings Bank who added the 
periodic interest and new amounts 
to the total. 

So at some date in the near fu- 
ture this ancient account will be dis- 
tributed to the people who can trace 
their lineage back to the proprietors. 
Families have a way of expanding, 
and it is probable that the individual 
amounts of money received will not 
be large. But whatever the sum, these 
dollars and cents will have a strong 
historical background,

UNITED STATES POSTAGE 


The first day sale of the 4-cent 49-Star 
Flag stamp on July 4, 1959, previously 
announced to be held in Washington, 
D.C., will be transferred to Auburn, N.Y. 

Auburn is the birthplace of William H. 
Seward, Secretary of State in the Lincoln 
and Johnson Cabinets, who engineered 
the purchase of the Alaska Territory 
from Russia for $7,200,000 in 1867. 

A city-wide celebration is being held 
in Auburn on July 4th to honor Seward 
and pay tribute to Alaska, the 49th 
state. 

Collectors desiring first day cancel- 
lations of the 4-cent Flag stamp may 
send addressed envelopes, together with 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed, to the Postmaster, 
Auburn, N.Y. The outside envelope to 
the Postmaster should be endorsed ‘First 
Day Covers 49-Star Flag Stamp.’’ Orders 
for covers must not include requests for 
uncanceled stamps. 

Any orders for first day covers already 
sent to the Washington, D.C. Post- 
master will be forwarded by him to the 
Postmaster at Auburn, N.Y.

DANGER AHEAD: TOO MANY 
PEOPLE. That was the giant black 
headline recently on the front page 
of one of our most solid, conserva- 
tive newspapers. Crowding Castro 
and his whiskers out of the head- 
lines for one day was this most 
solemn news of history in the long 
run. For population booms through- 
out past history have absorbed the 
attention of careful historians of the 
wars and turmoil that were to come. 

Today we seem to live in a fairy 
castle of science and progress. It 
seems that no matter how many 
people are crowded into the world 
in the future, that somehow science 
and invention will find a way to feed 
and shelter them all and give them 
ever and ever a more abundant and 
happy life. Is it not a new world? 
Can we not forget the old world of 
hunger, starvation, war and all the 
rest? Yes, for a little while we can. 
We can let future generations worry 
about future generations. 

That biilion or so people in the 
world who are on the borderline be- 
tween mainutrition and_ starvation 
are all “foreigners,” and they are 
that way because they are “ignorant” 
and uneducated? And that other 
billion that are not near starvation, 
but do not have the wealth of food 
we have in the U.S.A. Will we kid 
ourselves that all they need is more 
“science” or something? 

All over the world population is 
now increasing by leaps and bounds. 
Such increases in past history has led 
to riots, wars and pestilence. In 
this jet age, America is a part of 
the worid, and a part of all its wars 
and disturbances. 

Some decades ago economics was 
dubbed “the dismal science” because 
of the influence of the great econo- 
mist Malthus who had traveled wide- 
ly over the world and made a study 
of populations and how they made 
a living. He established the “theory” 
that population always tends to in- 
crease until war, pestilence and star- 
vation bring it back into line with 
what the natural resources will sup- 


ply. 

, Since the days of Malthus the rich 
virgin lands of the Americas have 
been put under cultivation, and 


science has found better ways of 
utilizing the resources of older lands. 


For some years now Malthus has 
been “an old fogy” who could not 
understand modern science. But to- 
day we find more and more students 
and leaders over the world emphasiz- 
ing population as the great modern 
“problem.” 

The U. S. A. in this one decade 
is adding 25 or 30. million to its 
population, and the 200 million mark 
is clearly in view for a few years 
from now. Our 1950 population of 
150 million compares with the 76 
million of 1900, the 23 million of 
1850, and the 5 million of 1800. 

It will be some years before we 
feel any shortage of food — unless 
the hungry nations of the world de- 
cide to invade. But we are already 
feeling the pinch in elbow room, 
parking space, and the lack of any 
place to go when crowded out of 
employment. “Security” is the 
watchword today. Insurance, social 
security, seniority, fringe benefits, 
etc., etc., are the wild personal and 
political scramble of today. There is 
no place to go “out yonder” any 
more if you get in a jam. Unemploy- 
ment is a calamity instead of a chal- 
lenge. 

Yes. povulation is the great prob- 
lem of this century.

One hundred years ago the Over- 
land Stage was in the prime of its 
three year life. With its eighteen 
hundred horses and a thousand men 
it guaranteed delivery of mail to 
San Francisco or return in twenty- 
five days. Starting at the end of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad in central 
Missouri the route extended south- 
west to El Paso, west through Los 
Angeles and north to Frisco. It was 
a million dollar industry away back 


en. 

We feel that the major value of 
this review is to show the nature 
and development of our West on the 
eve of the Civil War. Cut off in 
761 by the great war it left a void 
that greatly increased pressure for 
completion of the rail links to the 
north, that came within the decade. 

With a Civil War veteran yet alive 
we somehow catch the grasp of the 
extreme speed with which an en- 
tire continent was transformed from 


primitive wilderness to the most mo- 
dern industrial giant. Can we really 
comprehend it? We sometimes won- 
der. In spite of all invention may 
the next hundred years seem very, 
very tame in comparison?

The new 8-cent World Trade stamp 
seems to come as a sort of epitaph 
to our great export business. For 
several years after the war, bombed- 
out Europe gave little competition to 
our export spree that supported our 
inflation. Today Europe and Japan 
are both underselling us right down 
the line. We have inflated wages 
and costs that the world can no 
longer pay. Perhaps our largest 
export today is capital with which 
to build plants and employ cheaper 
labor abroad. Tourists, capital, and 
foreign aid account for most of our 
exports today. 

We get to feeling at times that 
we have somehow repealed the old 
law of supv'y and demand. If that 
is true, then the reaction sets in.

Genuine antiques have a more sta- 
ble value than any official money.

How It Started 


CALIFORNIA— 

Enclosed is my check to start my fifth 
year as a subscriber to HOBBIES Mag- 
azine.

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Numismatics 
Liberty Heads 


In 1916 the Liberty Walking half 
dollars, Liberty Standing quarters, 
and Mercury dimes appeared. This 
meant the end of the Liberty Head 
series of halves, quarters, and dimes 
that had been in circulation since 
1892. 

These Liberty Head coins contin- 
ued in circulation for several 
decades, gradually diminishing in 
quantity as they wore out. At first 
when many of them were sharp, non 
collectors would not pay any atten- 
tion to them, but say 20 or 30 years 
later, every last surviving Liberty 
Head found in circulation immediate- 
ly was held out as a possible rare 
coin—no matter how badly worn. 

At this stage, the majority were 
so badly worn as to be classified as 
fair to good condition. Any coin in 
such a condition, unless excessively 
rare, seldom is of much premium 
value. It must also be remembered 
that short issues and real rarities 
would have long since disappeared 
from circulation, simply due to the 
smallness of their numbers. Those 
that lasted until the end would be 
the commonest, due to the quantity 
around. 

While this means the Libei ~y Head 
coins are now almost completely out 
of circulation, thousands of them 
are in the hands of collectors and 
hoarders. Inspecting prevailing cata- 
log values, we find that they are all 
listed as being worth a premium, 
some premiums quite high. 

This leads those who have quan- 
tities of Liberty Head coins to think 
they are worth a lot of money. Truth 
is that, while they catalog so high, 
everyone has quantities of them, and 
consequently is not interested in pur- 
chasing them at high premium pric- 
es. With no demand, what good is 
a catalog value? 

Interest in collecting Liberty Head 
coins has been accelerated by the 
ever-popular Whitman boards, and 
many thousands of collectors are en- 
deavoring to complete collections 
of Liberty Head coins by picking 
them out of circulation. This type 
of collector is not inclined to pay 
premiums, unless perhaps he only 
requires one or two to complete the 
board, and if the premium is not 
too much he will purchase the coins. 
This will not bring the value of the 
thousands available anywhere near 
catalog. 

There is a situation pertaining to 
Liberty Head nickels and Liberty 
Head dollars—thousands are avail- 
able in circulated condition with not 
enough purchasers. The dollars are 
still obtainable in uncirculated con- 
dition, and we understand that the 
last of the Denver mint silver dol-

lars, 35,000,000, are to be put into 
circulation this summer, all brand 
new and dating back to 1921. We 
also understand that there are mil- 
lions more uncirculated dollars still 
to be released by the Federal Re- 
serves as the demand calls for them. 

There is always some rumor cir- 
culating when new coins come out. 
The 1883 nickel, when it first came 
out, was known as the racketeer 
nickel. It failed to have the word 
“cents” upon it and promptly be- 
came gold plated and passed as a 
five dollar gold piece. The design 
was quickly changed, and literally 
millions of these nickels were hoard- 
ed without the word “cents.” These 
are still available in excellent con- 
dition. 

A howl went up when Victor D. 
Brenner had his initials on the re- 
verse of the new 1909 Lincoin cent, 
and his initials were promptly re- 
moved. Everybody hoarded the ones 
with the VDB on them. Outcome? 
It is the commonest one of all from 
the Philadelphia mint. 

can remember looking through 
old coin books several decades ago 
printed by old time dealers and all 
had in the front: 


“COINS WE DO NOT BUY: 


1883 nickels without the word cents 
1909 VDB cents.” 


When the 1916 Liberty Standing 
quarters came out and got into cir- 
culation in 1917, another howl was 
made. Miss Liberty was naked from 
the waist up! This was promptly 
changed the latter part of 1917. The 
1916 quarters are rare. Few saw 
them for they did not get into cir- 
culation very much. The 1917 type 
is still the commonest of this type, 
particularly from the Philadelphia 
mint. 

The first 1921 Peace dollars were 
thought to be commemorative coins 
but the number of years they were 
coined takes them out of this cate- 
gory. The complaint over these was 
that they were so high they would 
not stack. The design was corrected 
in 1922 to make them stack and 
so satisfy bankers. 

1932 quarters were originally intend- 
ed to be commemorative coins which 
they are not. 

Remember about the supposed 
“Flag Pole” on Monticello which one 
of the big commentators announced 
over the radio? It set thousands of 
people searching for this fabled rari- 
ty on the new Jefferson nickels. 

When the Roosevelt dime came out 
the initials of the engraver, John 
Sinnock, appeared at the truncation 
of the neck. Many said they were 


the initials of Joseph Stalin. This 
again was voiced in 1948 when the 
Franklin halves first appeared with 
the same initials. 

Our new Lincoln cent with the 
Lincoln memorial has not been sub- 
jected to much criticism as yet and 
I am surprised. The only criticism 
I have heard is about the fact that 
they will not stack well, are slightly 
lop-sided. Some do not like the small 
“o” in “Of” for the legend “United 
States of America.” 

Keep your ears open. I expect 
something to come any time now 
pertaining to our new cent. Person- 
ally, I think it a nice looking coin.

Exchange value of a French franc 
is very low, about three francs to 
the cent, a 50 centime piece is half a 
franc. Spanish pesetas are about the 
same value. 50 centimos is half a 
peseta. These coins are practically 
valueless for exchange, but retail at 
about 5¢ to coin collectors. I have 
seen Swedish 1 krone notes but this 
is the smallest. Such money can usu- 
ally be obtained from foreign ex- 
change dealers and sometimes from 
travel offices.

Every old bookcase contains a copy 
of the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam. 
Mine is bound in gold-tooled white 
kid. A teen-age boy friend gave it 
to me one Christmas. 

The sort of “gift book” proper for 
an Edwardian maiden to accept from 
a man, it had been the correct parlor- 
table book of the Victorians. This 
seems odd in both instances _be- 
cause Omar was an agnostic who 
wrote in praise of wine. 

Collecting Omar in a big way was 
Clark W. Walton, Georgia-born farm 
boy. This country school teacher who 
became a North Carolina mill owner, 
and a man of some substance, gath- 
ered over 6,000. items on the Persian 
poet. 

When Mr. Walton died in 1938, 
the Cleveland Public Library bought 
the collection. This year, celebrating 
the centenary of the translation into 
English of the poem, the library 
exhibits the most choice items in its 
famous John G. White Oriental 
Corridor.

Since 1858, when Edward Fitz-Ger- 
ald, rich Irish dilletante who had 
taught himself a little Persian, dis- 
covered the Rubaiyat and did it into 
English, it has been translated into 
45 languages, though it was little 
noticed and soon forgotten when it 
was written by the son of a tent 
maker in Nishapur in the late 12th 
century. 

The same thing nearly happened to 
Fitz-Gerald’s work. He could get no 
publisher so had a few copies print- 
ed, and gave them away. Swinburne 
and Rossetti, British poet, and artist, 
received them, and went into rap- 
tures. 

The Walton collection has the 
smallest book in the world, a hand- 
lettered Rubaiyat, % inch by % 
inch. This single copy was made by 
Bert Randle of Chicago. 

Rubaiyats in all modern languages, 
also in Hebrew, and in Persian (for 
the once neglected poet is held in 
high esteem in the East now), are 
in the collection. It has copies also 
of the efforts of other poets to do 
Rubaiyats, Richard Le Galliene, Jus- 
tin Huntly McCarthy, even Joyce 
Kilmer—none so good as Fitz-Ger- 
ald’s. 

Prominent artists of 50 years ago 
illustrated Rubaiyats, attempting to 
catch the delicacy of Persian minia- 
tures. They embellished their illus- 
trations with pseudo Islamic strap- 
work, missing the objective mostly, 
getting a distinctly Pre-Raffaelite 
English effect. 

The most opulent Rubaiyat was 
by Gregor San Gorski. The Walton 
collection has a copy. The original, 
hand-lettered and painted by the art- 
ist, with inlays of precious stones, 
will never again be seen by man. It 
went down with the artist on the 
Titanic, April 14, 1912. 

We know little about Omar him- 
self, except that his father was, prob- 
ably, a tent maker. The play, “Omar 
the Tent Maker,” by Richard Walton 
Tully had 300 performances in New 
York in 1914. Harold Lamb’s novel 


on Omar bears the lurid blurb, 
“Flaming Comet, he Challenged 
Kings, Built a Paradise for a Slave 
Girl.” So he must have called on the 
imagination. 

The Rubaiyat, of course, lends it- 
self to parody. The Clark collection 
even contains a “Dogs’ Rubaiyat” 
and a “Rubaiyat for Cats,”

William Shakespeare didn’t make 
much money in his hometown during 
his lifetime, but the old hometown 
for the last century or two has made 
millions out of him. 

Three hundred and _ ninety-five 
years after his birth, he remains the 
community’s biggest business, It gets 
bigger every year. 

From all over the world visitors 
pour into this place to swoop upon 
the scraps of mingled fact and hazy 
legend connected with the life of 
perhaps the greatest writer in his- 
tory. 

They jam the Shakespeare Memo- 
rial Theatre. They pack the hotels. 
They mob the restaurants. They clut- 
ter up the narrow streets, cram the 
souvenir shops and make the sale 
of corn plasters for aching feet a 
highly profitable business. 

“We sell more corn plasters than 
we do razor blades, tooth brushes or 
aspirin,” declares A. R. Tulley, one 
of the local druggists. “Swotting up 
on Shakespeare is easy on the head, 
but hard on the feet.” 

Yet, so little is really known about 
the poet and playwright that author- 
ities aren’t even sure how he spelled 
his name. 

For that matter, Shakespeare does 
not seem to have been sure himself. 
Palaeographers agree that generally

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he wrote it Shakspeare. But there 
are cases of his having scribbled it 
Shaxpere and even Schackspere and 
Shakespeare. 

A few still claim that one Francis 
Bacon penned the noble poetry and 
plays ascribed to the Bard of Avon. 

Stratford-on-Avon, however, is one 
place where you’d better not say that. 
The telephone directory doesn’t list 
a single Bacon. 

Wilfrid J. Osborne, chief guide at 
Anne Hathaway’s cottage is most 
forceful on the subject. Anne, of 
course, was Shakespeare’s wife. 

In the foreword of a pamphlet that 
sells for a shilling (fourteen cents) 
he thunders: 

“Tt cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized that the testimony of his con- 
temporaries and the other documen- 
tary evidence brought to life by more 
than two hundred years of patient 
research establish beyond all doubt 
that William Shakespeare of Strat- 
ford-on-Avon was the author of the 
poems, the sonnets, and the greater 
number of plays now attributed to 


im. 

“Any other assumption about the 
authorship of these works show a 
wanton and reckless disregard of un- 
impeachable evidence.” 

Stratford-on-Avon now has a pop- 
ulation of 14,980. It covers an area 
of over ten square miles, a fact that 
makes it hard on tourists’ feet. 

All the Shakespearean shrines, ex- 
cept one, are so close to one another 
that walking seems the obvious meth- 
od of reaching them. The exception 
is Anne Hathaway’s cottage in the 
nearby village of Shottery. Still, 
thousands walk this four mile route 
every year. 

It is called “a cottage” but it 
contains twelve rooms, the most in- 
teresting of which is the hall. This 
contains a love seat, or courting 
settle, on which young Shakespeare 
is supposed to have made love to 
Ann Hathaway. 

History doesy’t say that William 
Shakespeare did his wooing on the 
straight-backed settle, but a Mrs. 
Baker, a descendant of the Hathaway 
who died in 1899, thought so. 

She told many people that the very 
bench was well established in the 
Hathaway family as the love bench. 

“After all,” explains a_ pretty 
blonde guide, “they had to go some 
place to court, and as this stood by 
the fireplace, it seems a very natural 
place.” 

Late in 1582—-when ‘Shakespeare 
was eighteen, a marriage license 
was issued in his and Anne Hatha- 
way’s name. However, over all the 
years nobody has turned up a record 
of the marriage. 

Nor is there a record of Shakes- 
peare’s birth. There’s a record of his 
baptism on April 26, 1564, and his- 
torians assume that the birth pre- 
ceded it by a few days. 

How they hit on April 23rd as his 
birth date is clouded in mist of time. 
April 23 is St. George’s day. Records 
show it’s the day on which the poet 
died in 1616. , 

Some in Stratford think it too 


much of a coincidence that he would 
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have died on the same day of the 
same month on which he was born. 

Shakespeare’s schools? 

Again no record that he ever at- 
tended a school or college. As his 
father was a town councillor, young 
Shakespeare would have been entit- 
led to a free education at the Strat- 
ford grammar school. 

There is other interesting docu- 
mentary evidence about the Shakes- 
peares. There’s a record of his father 
having been fined for depositing rub- 
bish on the street outside his house. 
The father was also struck off the 
rolls of city aldermen for neglecting 
the business of the municipality. 

The dramatist himself is recorded 
as once being in arrears in taxes. 
But as his plays succeeded in Lon- 
don, he earned money and even 
bought property in Stratford—prob- 
ably for investment. 

The Stratford authorities admit 
that a rumor still persists that young 
William really left Stratford in 1587 
to escape the wrath of a local mogul 
named Sir Thomas Lucy of Charle- 
cote. 

The gossip had it that Shakespeare 
was poaching game on Sir Thomas’ 
lush acres. 

“There’s nothing to the story,” 
said a guide at the Shakespeare 
home, “but it’s still whispered about.” 

The house in which the Bard was 
born is one of the prettiest in the 
town. The upstairs bedroom and the 
bed in which he is supposed to have 
been born attract more tourists than 
any other place. 

Nowadays visitors stand at the foot 
of the bed, remove their hats in 
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reverence and speak in hushed 
voices. 

Not always, though. The walls bear 
many signatures, among them such 
illustrious writing names as Walter 
Seott, Dickens and Thackeray. 

The Shakespeare home started out 
in 1800 with just a thousand vis- 
itors. By 1880, 10,000 were visiting 
it annually. In 1956, a total of 220,- 
000 paid admission. 

“This year,” said a guide, “from 
the way things are going, we may 
have 300,000.” 

British visitors, of course, are the 
most numerous. Then come _ the 
Americans. 

“Just over 50 per cent of the entire 
total of foreigners are Americans,” 
said the guide. “Americans adore 
Shakespeare and the place where he 
was born.” 

Every year some visitor from the 
United States tries to buy ‘Shakes- 
peare’s bed. 

“We just say it isn’t for sale,” 
said the guide. 

But interesting to note the current 
problem has nothing to do with 
Shakespeare. 

“It’s the swans on the Avon,” said 
a town official. “They are becoming 
so numerous they’re blocking traffic 
on the river.” 

Asked what measures were being 
taken to deal with this graceful and 
fairytale-like menace, he replied: 

“Nothing. They’re almost as sacred 
as Shakespeare. And they’re free. 
You don’t have to pay to see the 
swans.” 

For nearly everything else, the vis- 
itors do pay.

The contents include selection of 
materials; points to consider in de- 
signing flower arrangements; how to 
achieve harmony with the various 
colors; and what kind of containers to 
use, and why. The classic rule for 
proportions seems to demand a flow- 
er height of within one and a half 
times the height of a vertical contain- 
er. And an arrangement entirely of 
deep dark shades tends toward mon- 
otony, with the individual structures 
of the flowers lost. 

Did you know colors are selected 
as logically for flower arrangements 
as for interior decoration; and that 
design, texture, and color of the vas- 
es themselves are important? Here, 
too, is important information on flow- 


er shows, their rules, and their judg- 
ing. Pointers are given on how to 
care for cut flowers, 

This is a richly informative book, 
both as to the text and the pictures 
with their explanatory captions.

Saint Barbara, 
Patron Saint of Artillery! 

Though Barbara lived about 306 
A.D., a long time before artillery as 
such was ever thought of, she has 
for centuries been regarded as the 
patron saint of this weapon. An 
early Christian she was beseeched by 
her pagan father to renounce her 
newly found religion. When she re- 
fused he had her tortured and later, 
in a fit of rage, he himself beheaded 
her. No sooner had he done the deed 
when he was struck down by light- 
ning; when Saint Barbara was after-

wards adopted by the Roman Catholic 
Church she became the Saint for pro- 
tection against thunderstorms. Be- 
cause of the noise and thunder which 
accompanies the firing of artillery 
it was only a step to her becoming 
patron saint of this as well and as 
a result her likeness has been found 
on armouries, powder magazines, ar- 
senals, etc., and in modern times the 
powder magazine of French warships 
is known as Sainte-Barbe.

We might say “old weapons never 
die” in reading the recent accounts 
of rioting in Nyasaland, East Africa. 
In recent racial riots the British 
troops have combined rifle fire with 
tear gas and clubs along with various 
types of shields. Dressed in modern 
helmets and battle dress these police 
have had to protect themselves 
against the rock throwing of the na- 
tives with round shields made of wo- 
ven wicker and with heavy wire-mesh 
rectangular shields.

The Tojusmuseet (Royal Armoury) 
in Copenhagen, Denmark, is embark- 
ing on an ambitious scheme in which 
it hopes to have a tally of all military 
museums throughout the world along 
with a listing of their arms and mili- 
tary equipment with information 
about names, sources, publications, 
etc., as well as size, hours, numbers 
of visitors, etc., etc. The Royal Ar- 
moury was founded in 1838, but has 
much of its foundation in spirit back 
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Its collections 
include artillery, primarily of Danish 
origin, small arms belonging chiefly 
to Danish origin, but including many 


in the 17th century. 


of manufacture from _ elsewhere, 
many uniforms, insignia, etc., includ- 
ing the personal military equipment 
and uniforms of the late Danish 
kings. All in all there are some 
40,000 objects displayed, and some 
67,000 objects of duplication. The 
Armoury is maintained in depart- 
ments which are as follows: 


1st dept.: Firearms and Accessor- 


ies 

2nd dept.: All sorts of swords, pole- 
arms and armour, etc. 

8rd dept.: Ordnance, engineering 
and airforce material, etc. 

4th dept.: Uniforms, colours, ‘Det 
kgl. Geschirrkammer” etc. 

5th dept: Preservation 

6th dept.: Administration 


The reference library contains over 
6,000 books devoted to the field; 
there is a photo library of much of 
the material on hand as well as ma- 
terial from other collections. The 
museum has issued a number of pub- 
lications both of its own collections 
as well as scientific studies on parti- 
cular weapons. 

We might mention here that about 
the largest collection of medieval, ex- 
cavated weapons we’ve ever seen is 
to be found in the Danish National 
Museum, a stone’s throw from the 
Royal Armoury cited above. 


Ordnance and Things in 1874 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


The 1870’s was a period of much de- 
velopment, most especially in the 
field of explosives and ordnance. 
In a book entitled “THE SCIENCE 
RECORD for 1874,” published in 
1874 by Munn & Co. in New York 
we are exposed to some of these 
many inventions and developments. 
The inventors and developers were 
often working in the dark and as- 
signed incorrect interpretations to 
their discoveries. Such a discovery 
was that of Messrs. Noirbin and Ohl- 


son of Stockholm who related that 
ammonium nitrate when exposed to 
a rapid generation of heat was in 
itself explosive and thus should be 
incorporated in explosive mixtures. 
They proposed a mixture of eighty 
parts of the ammonium mixture with 
six to eight parts of coal and ten to 
twenty parts of nitro-glycerine. The 
purpose of this latter was to gener- 
ate the heat to activate the nitrate. 

A less practical explosive was 0zo- 
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benzine, formed by treating benzine 
with ozone. A very sensitive explo- 
sive, it deteriorated rapidly and found 
very little practical use. Much more 
practical were the inventions of M. 
Champion and his ideas for making 
gun-cotton utilizing wood-pulp for his 
cellulose and the ideas of .S. J. Mackie 
of London who devised a method 
for dissolving the gun-cotton already 
made by conventional methods so as 
to destroy its capillary action, mix- 
ing it with sugar and nitre and mak- 
ing of it a more homogeneous mass. 
To counteract the danger of handling 
gun-cotton T. P. Shaffner of Louis- 
ville, Ky., advocated the use of var- 
ious additaments such as sodium ni- 
trate, paraffine, beeswax, resins, 
sulphur, etc. Another experimenter, 
Treat S. Beach of New York pro- 
posed an explosive compound consist- 
ing of forty parts of potassium ni- 
trate, forty parts of nitro-glycerine, 
thirteen parts of wood fibre and 
seven parts of paraffine or its 
equivalent. Egbert Judson of San 
Francisco proposed what he consi- 
dered a safer explosive in his mix- 
ture of forty parts explosive and 
the rest sodium nitrate, rosin, sul- 
phur, infusorial earth. This was not 
supposed to explode by contact with 
flame or percussion. Alfred Nobel 
of Hamburg (the one who invented 
dynamite? - hw) proposed an ex- 
plosive consisting of a natural resin, 
nitroglycerine and sodium nitrate. 
All these various attempts were made 
to “temper” the somewhat violent 
properties of nitro-glycerine, a very 
powerful, but unpredictable and per- 
haps unstable compound. Methods 
such as these and others for some 
years to come were gradually to im- 
prove the material and its handling 
properties and the evolution of dyna- 
mite from it was one of the more 
promising results. Dynamite had its 
faults among which were its unfor- 
tunate habit of freezing;~after this 
it had to be thawed before it could 
be used. Thomas Varney of San

Francisco proposed a method of gran- 
ulation in 1874. Just as the dynamite 
was freezing it was granulated and 
when it was desired to use it one 
packed granules into the hole and 
fired using conventional caps. These 
had to have about three times the 
usual quantity of fulminate. In this 
same year Roux and Sarrau deter- 
mined that there were two orders 
of explosion in the ignition of dyna- 
mite; in exploding with a detonator 
cap it had a force of ten times that 
of gunpowder, ignited with a flame 
it had but twice the explosive force. 

1874 saw the invention of the Gard- 
ner primerless firearm in which the 
powder was ignited by means of an 
electric current. Already famous as 
the man who worked out the lighting 
of the Capitol in Washington, D.C., 
Professor Samuel Gardner’s invention 
consisted of a Leyden jar or galvanic 
cell in the stock wired to the cart- 
ridge. Press a pin, a spark jumps, 
the powder is ignited and off goes 
the bullet. Comments at the time 
were that he should figure out a way 
of shooting without gun or powder 
and his fame would be as great as 
a firearms inventor as they are as 
an electrician. 

Spectacular tests were run at 
Fortress Monroe, Va., starting on 
October 1 which were observed by a 
special board to miake comparative 
notes on the value of howitzers, field- 
guns and mitrailleuses. The guns 
tried were the ordinary Napoleon 9- 
pounder using 12 pound canisters 
with weight of gun at 900 pounds, 
serviced by eight men and firing 
some 800 yards; the 8-inch field 
howitzer with a weight of 2500 
pounds and worked by eight men, 
range of piece about 800 yards; the 
Gatling, small size of caliber .42 with 
weight of 200 pounds, worked by 
two men and firing 800 to 1200 
yards; the larger Gatling Gun of one 
inch caliber weighing 900 pounas, 
worked by four men and using cani- 
ster ammunition of such that each 
contained 21 balls (one-half inch in 
diameter), again with a range of 
800 to 1200 yards. It will be noted 
that while these weapons were of 
completely different nature and em- 
ployment, they did have roughly the 
same ranges. The Gatling gun, how-

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ever, showed to much advantage and 
at 800 yards fired 600 rounds in one 
and one half minutes of which 515 
hit the target, this being eight to 
ten times more than the hits scored 
by the howitzer and field guns. This 
was (is) hardly a fair comparison 
when considering the variance in type 
of projectile. At 1200 yards the 
howitzer and field guns were with- 
drawn because of ammunition de- 
fects. The heavy Gatling fired 5355 
reunds in 90 seconds of which 1595 
hit the target. The commission 
agreed that results such as this were 
never before achieved.

If there is only a fraction of the 
collecting zeal for the Bi-Centennial 
of the Revolutionary War as there 
is now for the Centennial of the 
Civil War, there will hardly be a 
facsimile left for the celebration!

Besides the traditional appeal of 
the Signers, how can the Spirit of 
1776 be better appreciated than 
through a collection of letters and 
documents of the men who affixed 
their signatures to the Declaration, 
mutually pledging “ ... to each 
other our lives, our fortunes and our 
sacred honor.” The fact that some 
of the Signers are virtually unob- 
tainable has dampened but not 
quenched the collecting ardor in this 
field. 

Interest in the Declaration of In-

Among the many interesting let- 
ters is the only known A. L. S. 
of Thomas Lynch, Jr. Dated July 
5, 1777, it is addressed to Washing- 
ton and is the famous Lynch letter 
from the Emmet collection at the 
New York Public Library. Lynch 
introduces Col. Pinckney (Charles 
Cotesworth Pinckney): 

“ , .. At the commencement of 
the present War, he entered into the 
service with the rank of Captain, and 
has since, to the satisfaction of every 
real friend of American liberty in 
this State, been advanced by various 
promotions to that of Coll. His fa- 
mily being as respectable as any 
amongst us, and his fortune abund- 
antly competent, nothing but a pas- 
sion for Glory and a zeal for the 
cause of his Country, could have led 
him into this measure... ” 

There is a fine letter of Joseph 
Hewes, dated from Philadelphia, July 
8, 1776, to Samuel Johnston. It 
reads in part: 

“A hellish plott has been lately 
discovered at New York to murder 
Genl. Washington and some other of- 
ficers of the first rank, blow up 
the magazine and spike up the can- 
non. The persons employed had it 
in charge and have actually enlisted 
a number of men for the King’s 
Army. It was to have been put in 
execution on the first arrival of the 
Army from Halifax. One of Genl. 
Washington’s guards has been put 
to death for being concerned in it. 
The Mayor of the City and some

The text for The Story of the 
Declaration of Independence is by 
historian, Dumas Malone, with pic- 
tures by Hirst Milhollen and Milton 
Kaplan. It was published by Oxford 
University Press, 1954, New York. 
The background of the Revolution is 
discussed in chapters titled “A Train 
of Abuses,” “The Torrent of Inde- 
pendence” and “The Charter of a 
Free People.” The signatures of the 
Signers are reproduced in facsimile 
beneath the seal of the state they 
represented. Biographical sketches 
of the Signers follow. A concluding 
section reviews “The Fortunes of a 
Sacred Document” and “What It 
Means Now.” It is a very handsome 
book, replete with pictures, includ- 
ing pictures of each Signer — al- 
though for Thomas Nelson, Jr., it 
was necessary to use his portrait as 
a boy! Originally published at $10, 
it has been offered by the remainder 
book stores for about $5. 

A fitting tribute to the Fourth of 
July would be the announcement of 
the discovery of another Lynch letter 
or an A. L. S. of Button Gwinnett. 


But, alas, no! Intensive search by 
the most enthusiastic collectors has 
failed to uncover additional material. 
However, I did come across a letter 
which does express appropriately the 
spirit of the times. Its brevity and 
directness do not detract from its 
force and vitality. The letter was 
written by Marinus Willett, veteran 
of the attack on Fort Ticonderoga 
and Fort Frontenac in the French 
and Indian War and now active near 
New York. Willett, a lieutenant - 
colonel, writes on April 6, 1776, to a 
fellow New Yorker, Captain R. Var- 
ick: 

“Your Sentiments of its being 
much Nobler to fall by the Sword 
than submit to base terms are truly 
Just nor will any but abject wretch- 
ed half made Souls think or act 
other ways...” 

And letters with sentiments such 
as Willett (and Varick) expressed 
will be eagerly collected before and 
after the Bi-Centennial of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

“Mind and Eye: A Decade’s Ac- 
quisitions in Art and Literature” is 
the title of the Pierpont Morgan Li- 
brary’s current exhibition. The auto- 
graph material includes the original 
manuscript of Perrault’s Tales of 


Mother Goose. The Library has pub- 
lished a facsimile edition of this 
French classic and it is not necessary 
to read Seventeenth Century French 
to appreciate the beauty of this little 
book! The “lost” Thoreau Journal, 
acquired to fill the gap in the Journal 
series long owned by the Library, is 
on exhibit, as are Dickens’ letters 
to the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, Vol- 
taire’s correspondence with Helvetius, 
and the love letters to his niece Ma- 
dame Denis, the Beaumont and Lan- 
glais Coleridge papers and the Rus- 
kin-Millais papers. 

During recent months the Library 
was the beneficiary of a generous 
gift from Harper & Brothers of an 
archive of manuscripts and letters 
of' 19th and 20th century literary 
and artistic figures. Thomas Hardy, 
George du Maurier, Charles Reade, 
Wilkie Collins, William Dean How- 
ells, Thomas Bailey Aldrich, and Her- 
man Melville are some of the persons 
represented in the exhibition. 

The Pierpont Morgan Library at 
29 East 36th Street, New York City, 
is open daily to the public from 9:30 
to 5:00. During June and July it is 
closed on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. Closing date of this exhibi- 
tion is July 31, 1959. 
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INDIAN RELICS 


People ask, “What books can I get 
that will tell me about Indian arti- 
facts?” Well, the author is getting 
up a book that will provide a start 
for anybody, and a center for a pro- 
gram of reading. 

Meanwhile, there are a number of 
other books, though which to start 
from is somewhat uncertain. To get 
underway, suppose we begin with a 
series of volumes that have been in 
use by amateurs and professionals 
alike for years: the reports of The 
Smithsonian Institution, or United 
States National Museum; and of the 
Bureau of American Ethnology 
(B. A. E.) If the interested reader 
can get at sets of these on shelves 
where he can take them down and 
“sample” them, he can find what he 
wants to know for himself. Other- 
wise he’d best get an index, and 
guess by titles, The volumes will usu- 
ally be in the reference section of a 
library. 

The reports of the National Mu- 
seum come first chronologically issued 
annually, mostly in the ’80’s and 
*90’s. They were followed by annual 
publications of the B.A.E. In addi- 
tion the government financed a num- 
ber of subsidiary publications; no- 
tably the “Handbook of American In- 
dians North of Mexico.” This has 
been long out of print, and is costly 
to buy, but is being reissued in re- 
vised form, according to a publisher’s 
announcement. 

This book alone will provide an 
exhaustive list of source books and 
a great deal of information. Its 
drawback for amateurs is that it 
covers too much territory for them, 
much of it teghnical and occupying 
space the amateur could wish de- 
voted to additional information on 
things he wants to know more about. 
The person interested in the Indians’ 
manufacture and use of clubs, for 
example, is perhaps not interested in 
the details about some tribe unfam- 
iliar to him, or in accounts of cere- 
monies. His cue, in that case, is to 
look up the references under “clubs,” 
if he can find them in the library. 

Amateurs like picture books, and 
professionals don’t leave them un- 
opened. But cuts for pictures are 
very expensive. So many of the an- 
thropology books are disappointing 
pictorially, especially in comparison 
with the government books just cited. 
Along this line, a recent publica- 
tion advertised in HOBBIES, “Sun 
Circles and Human Hands.” This 
is tops in depicting the artifacts of 
Southeastern United States, a large 
number of which are types that oc- 
cur in the same or similar forms 
throughout the Eastern half of the 
United States and Canada. 

For California Indians the top 
book is still Bulletin 78 of the B.A.E., 


“Handbook of the Indians of Cali- 
fornia,” by A. L. Kroeber. 

For Plains Indians there are sev- 
eral good books that approach the 
field from various angles. See a bib- 
liography, 

For the Northwest Coast two “pic- 
ture books,’ one published by Stan- 
ford University and the other by the 
University of California press, have 
in recent years boomed the values 
of Northwest Coast artifacts by 
arousing enthusiasm and giving pic- 
torial information. 

In basic books on such matters as 
how artifacts were made, the B.A.E. 
supplies quite adequate information. 

There are a number of “amateur 
sized” books on that paradise for

archaeologists, The Southwest. One 
of these is “Prehistoric Southwest- 
erners from Basketmakers to Pueblo,” 
by C. A. Amsden, published by The 
Southwest Museum in Los Angeles. 

Not as well known as they should 
be are a series of leaflets on Indian 
matters published by the Denver Art 
Museum. These are skilful condensa- 
tions of their subject matter with 
well chosen illustrations to illuminate 
them and are only a nominal price 
apiece. A list of more than a hun- 
dred can be obtained from the Den- 
ver Art Museum. They also have 
well selected and not overly long 
bibliographies. 

Among picture books is an old 
favorite of amateurs, “The Stone 
Age in North America,” in two vol- 
umes, It is out of print and costly, 
so poor folks will have to be con- 
tent to sit in a library and look at

it. Some even smaller _ illustrated 
books by its author, W. K. Moore- 
head, are also on the expensive list, 
but quite fascinating to amateurs. 

There are some excellent general 
books on Indians; examples being, 
“Indians of the United States,” by 
Clark Wissler, and “The Book of In- 
dian Crafts and Indian Lore,” by J. 
H. Solomon. Each covers an entirely 
different aspect of the general field. 

Amateurs would do well to ask for 
information from the larger univer- 
sities and colleges in their areas. 
Many of these have printed fascinat- 
ing and completely authoritative 
books on their local areas and on re- 
stricted aspects, such as “Reports of 
the ‘California Archaeological Sur- 
vey,” and booklets on harpoons of 
California, and similar limited topics. 
Many of these university booklets 
and pamphlets can be purchased 
quite cheaply, if in print. 

The larger museums also publish 
informative books. The Southwest

There are also booksellers who 
accumulate stores of books, often 
quite inexpensive. Some advertise 
from time to time. Telephone books 
in the larger cities will lead to oth- 
ers. Any second-hand book store deal- 
ing in a general line is likely to have 
books on Indian matters that an 
amateur will enjoy and prize. Check 
the advertisements in this magazine. 

Summing it all up, start with the 
shelves of the nearest library, look 
up books on Indian matters, examine 
them, see if you can profit by own- 
ing them, and contact publishers or 
booksellers. Write to universities and 
museums to see what publications 
they have. Become familiar with all 
the literature even when you find 
only a fraction immediately interest- 
ing to you. 

And, finally, a word of caution. 
If you have to watch your dimes, 
and most of us do these days, be 
careful not to let enthusiasm cause 
you to spend your substance on books 
you'll read once and seldom open 
thereafter. Invest, as a policy, only 
in books you’ll refer to constantly, 
and read and re-read. A couple of 
examples of the latter kind of books 
are the “Handbook of the Indians of 
California,” already cited, and, for 
basketry collectors, the “Annual Re- 
port of the Smithsonian Institution 
(U.S. National Museum) for 1902,” 
or special printing of the contents, 
“Aboriginal American Basketry,” by 
O. T. Mason. For those deeply in- 
terested in the subject matters of 
these volumes the contents will never 
wear out (though constant turning

THE ADENAS 


predecessor of the 
Hopewell 


After 7,500 years as a nomad and 
food gatherer the American Indian 
started to “settle down,” to live in 
semi-permanent communities, and to 
cultivate beans, corn, and squash. 
Evidence of this revolutionary change 
in ways of life is found in remains 
left by the prehistoric Adena peoples 
of Ohio, West Virginia, and Kentu- 
cky. Archaeologists have determined 
that they inhabited the area from 
about 500 B.C. to. A.D. 500. They 
may have been distant descendants 
of those original Mongoloid migrants 
who came from Asia about 10,000 
B.C. 

This is postulated by Frank M. 
Setzler, Smithsonian Institution cu- 
rator of anthropology, after excava- 
tion of one of the largest sites of 
this mysterious people, the so-called

NORTHWEST COAST INDIAN ITEMS

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Welcome Mound on the Ohio River 
near New Martinsville, W. Va. The 
mound was on the property of the 
Columbia-Southern Chemical Corp., 
a subsidiary of the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co. The company generously 
furnished all the labor and machines 
required in the excavations. A col- 
lection of potsherds and the first 
reported effigy tubular pipe was ob- 
tained for the Smithsonian collec- 
tions, which throw much new light 
on the Adena culture. 

This group of prehistoric Indians 
directly preceded the Hopewell 
mound- builders of the Mississippi 
Valley. The Adenas remained par- 
tially nomads, combining primitive 
agriculture with the old ways of a 
hunting-and-gathering life. A char- 
acteristic of the Adena people is that 
they used only local materials, such 
as stone, bone, and shell. Their cul- 
ture had not evolved to the level of 
commerce or widespread travel. The 
succeeding Hopewell people appar- 
ently, based on the excavation of 
their mounds, explored and carried 
on trade over most of the North 
American Continent. They obtained 
and used obsidian from the Rocky 
Mountains, possibly Yellowstone, teeth 
of grizzly bears from the Far West, 
large conch shells, and barracuda 
jaws from the Gulf of Mexico.

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Massachusetts Post Cards 


By LOUISE COLLINS 


Massachusetts is a good post card 
state. In three ways is this true: 
There are many historic sites pic- 
tured on cards, landmarks from the 
seventeenth century, all of New Eng- 
land is a fertile field for finding old 
albums and collections of cards; and 
there are many interesting and in- 
terested collectors, gathered mainly 
around the Bay State Post Card Col- 
lectors Club which meets in Boston. 
In our articles of the past we have 
had several articles about cards from 
that area, There were two about the 
poet Longfellow and cards relating 
to him. There was an article about 
Paul Revere, the famed silversmith 
and patriot made immortal by Long- 
fellow. And there was an article which 
included Hawthorne, Emerson and 
Alcott in a group of New England 
writers. We shall not write about 
these in the present article. 

It is quite possible to get a good 
collection of old cards from Am- 
herst. We have quite a few that have 
the appearance of black and white 
Rotograph cards, but are marked 
“Scott Photo.” The subjects include: 
Amherst College Church; Pelham 
Hills from the College Church; the 
Botanic Museum; Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural College Chemistry and 
Physics Building; North Dormitory; 
Hatch Experiment Station; M.A.C. 
‘Chapel; M.A.C, Avenue; Department 
of Vegetable Pathology; M.A.C. Din- 
ing Hall; Pratt Field; Chapel and 
Pond; and South Dormitory. Most of 
the buildings pictured have now been 
replaced or enlarged and renovated. 

There are Leighton Cards of the 
Library at Amherst College, and De- 
troit Cards of the Observatory, and of 
M.A.C, Chapel. Modern cards show 
Johnson Chapel and North and South 
Dormitories; and a sepia photo shows 
the Phi Gamma Delta, Calvin Coo- 
ledge’s Fraternity House at Amherst 
College. 

We have a whole series of mod- 
ern cards that show the Lord Jeffery 
Hotel. Views are from every angle, 
showing carriage entrance; old fash- 
ioned garden; the lounge with its 
large wood fireplace that can even 
boast a window in the masonry of 
the fireplace itself; a heavily beamed 
colonial dining room with lovely 
chandeliers, 

From Andover, we have handpaint- 
ed Albertype cards from tlie garden 
of the Andover Inn, the Inn from 
the gardens, and Ivy-covered Inn from 
the Elm shaded street. A Swallow 
card shows a sort of Lover’s Lane 
under archways of elm trees. 

Our Pre- 1907 Boston Cards are 
worthy of notice. There are Metro- 
politan News Co. Cards of around 
1900 showing a Birds Eye View of 
the Public Garden; a Street Car view 
through the Tunnel from East Bos- 
ton; also the Ferry. 


An old view of New England Con- 
servatory was made just at the com- 
pletion of the building. In black and 
white also are views of the old State 
House, Park Street Subway Entrance, 
Trinity church, view from the Post 
Office, and Harvard Bridge. A card 
of North Station has a very fancy 
address side with “Copyright 1904, 
W. M. Waite, Springfield, Mass.” 
The Hatch Memorial Shell is made by 
Derry Ine. The Metropolitan News 
Co. made cards of East Boston Tun- 
nel Entrance, the Fenway and Som- 
merset Hotel, Washington’s Statue 
in Public Gardens, New Old South 
Church, and the Publie Library. 

National Art Views Co. published 
Statue of Washington, Harvard 
Bridge, ‘Charlestown Bridge, Horti- 
cultural Hall, Summer Street from 
Church Green, the Shaw Memorial, 
Beacon Street from Massachusetts 
Avenue, 

The U.S. Series include the library 
and superimposed are the words “All 
are welcome in Beantown.” Also there 
are unidentified cards showing Com- 
monwealth, City Point, South Bos- 
ton, the Public Library, and Beacon 
Street at the Somerset Club. 

There are colored cards published 
by the Metropolitan News Co. in- 
cluding the old State House, and 
Beacon Street. New England News 
Co. cards include Farragut Statue, 
the Post Office, Quincy Street Mar- 
ket and Ames Plow Company. on 
Washington Street Newspaper Row. 
These street scenes all show street 
cars, delivery wagons drawn by hor- 
ses a few bicycles, ana many pedes- 
trians. 

Langsdorf cards mailed in 1907 
show the fountain in Public gardens. 
Reichner Bros, cards printed in Ger- 
many are interesting. One shows 
South Market Street with a street- 
wide jam of buggies and similar ve- 
hicles. Von Bardeleben printed a card 
of Fremont Street with many horse 
drawn vehicles. Pictures of the old 
ivy covered museum are from Langs- 
dorf. 

A. C. Bosselman published the same 
view of the old Museum of Fine Art, 
the Library (with a small open-air 
trolley car in the foreground), Back 
Bay from the State House, Mrs. Glen 
Gardner’s Palace, the Grave of Mill- 
more (the sculptor) in Forest Hills, 
and the old State House. 

Leighton published Sheep in Frank- 
lin Park, a beautiful interior of the 
delivery room at the Boston Public 
Library, and the Grand staircase of 
the Public Library, Souvenir cards 
are interesting: Fanueil Hall sur- 
rounded by markets and many wag- 
ons; the Fenway; Massachusetts 
General Hospital; and Bales Hall at 
the Public Library.

Boston Cards followms 1907 are 
very common.

Cards published by Mason Bros. in- 
clude the same items as the older 
ones: Franklin Park, Tremont Street, 
Museum of Fine Arts, Quincy Mar- 
ket.

Sepia views 
show the Charles River Basin, Fish- 
ing boats at T Wharf, and the sky- 
line of Boston, There are new views 
of Copley Plaza Hotel, old Union Oy- 
ster House, scenes from the public 
Library, the Christian Science Moth- 
er Church, the Christian Science Pub- 
lishing House, shopping district, Cop- 
ley Square, views of the Isabella Gar- 
dner Museum, New Post Office and 
Federal Building. Parker House, 
Sheraton Plaza, Vendome, Phillips 
Brooks Monument, New England Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co., Old North 
‘Church, and Salem Street. 

Filed under churches, we have a 
number of Boston cards. There are 
seven views of King’s Chapel, not 
mentioned earlier and there is a beau- 
tiful interior of this chapel. Seven 
lovely views ranging from 1906 to 
1959 show the Trinity Church where 
once the famous Philips Brooks was 
pastor. There are ten views, each 
different, showing the Old South 
Church Boston’s third oldest church, 
and which is now a Museum; and 
there are three cards of the New 
Old South Church—new before Chis- 
holm Bros. made one view (no. 129). 
There are seven (in addition to those 
filed with Paul Revere) cards of 
Christ Church, the Old North Church 
of the Poem, and one lovely interior. 
Twelve views of the Mother Church 
are taken from every angle. There 
is also a good interior showing the 
organ. And there is a view of the 
New Christian Science Library 
(around 1910 by Reichner Bros.)

Q: I’ve heard it said that an ele- 
phant was responsible for the great 
Barnum and Bailey Circus. Is this 
true? , . 

A: A baby elephant is said to be 
the reason for the partnership of 
James A. Bailey and P. T. Barnum 
in 1880. Bailey had one of the small 
ereatures for his circus, which was 
the first of its kind in America, and 
Barnum wanted it so badly that he 
offered all kinds of money for it. 
Bailey would not sell but out of the 
negotiations came the famous part- 
nership and the great Barnum and 
Bailey Circus evolved. 


Q: Is there such a term in circus 
language as “railing the road”? 

A: The term lost its true mean- 
ing once the wagon shows - be- 
came things of the past. “Railing 
the road” in the days of the wagon 
shows meant that a lead wagon was 
sent ahead of the show to find the 
shortest route to the next day’s 
stand. Whenever the driver of the 
jead wagon reached a crossroads, he 
laid down sticks to point out the 
proper turn in the road for the other 
wagons to follow. 

Q: Was Tom Mix much of a draw- 
ing card when he left the movies 
for the circus? 

A: In the years that he traveled 
with a circus, Tom Mix and Tony 
were one of the biggest drawing 
cards of any circus on the road. Zack 
Terrell signed him for Sells-Floto in 
1929. The first contract with Mix 
was for ten weeks and stated that 
Tom Mix was to receive the sum of 
ten thousand dollars per week. 

Terrell arranged for Mix to have 
his own private railway car, with a 
second car for his horse. 

The act Tom Mix did for the circus 
consisted of shooting glass balls that

were thrown into the air by a prop 
man. Tom Mix, sitting astride Tony, 
blew them to bits with expert rifle 
fire. In a sense, the act was not 
particularly spectacular, yet the kids 
and oldsters went wild about it. 

Q: For the last several years I’ve 
heard it said that the Al G. Kelly- 
Miller Bros. Circus remains at the 
top of the heap as one of the most 
successful circuses. What’s the secret 
of its success? 

A: Aside from the fact that it 
presents an excellent performance, I 
think the real secret of its success 
is the fact that, in spite of its ever- 
growing size, this show plays very 
few large cities. Mr. Miller has al- 
ways held to the belief that if he 
brought “real circus” to the smaller 
communities, they in turn would pay 
him in kind. And they have — year 
after year. 

The Kelly-Miller Show has covered 
territory where no other circuses ever 
are seen. Kids in Britton, South Da- 
kota, have laughed at the rousing 
antics of the Miller clowns. Kids 
in Tecumseh, Neb., have cheered their 
performing elephants. Kids in 
Booneville, Arkansas, have thrilled 
to the acrobatic feats of headline 
aerialists. And each year kids all 
over some fifteen states wait for the 
Kelly-Miller billposters to announce 
the coming dates for the big show. 

King City, Me., is another smaller 
community that took the Miller Cir- 
cus to its heart. And small wonder 
for it was the first circus to play 
this town in thirty-three years. 

The newspaper in one North Da- 
kota hamlet, wistfully happy that it 
was once again on “the circus map,” 
stated, “With all these nice thoughts, 
the amusement seekers of this area 
welcome back to our community the 
Kelly-Miller Circus during its future 
seasons’ tours, assuring them that 
they will always find a welcome in 
regal form from the officials as well 
as the public.” It’s hard not to be a 
success with that kind of support. 


Q: Are there any clowns in the 
Soviet Republic? 

: I assume you mean circus 
clowns? I have no_ information 
about Russia proper, but in commu- 
nist Hungary clowns are having a 
rough time of it. Along with various 
political mnonconformists, the old 
fashioned, red-nosed circus buffoon 
has been added to the purge list 
there. According to a Budapest 
newspaper, clowns who wore red 
wigs, huge shoes, and loose robes 
and who “stultified the people with 
their hackneyed and stupid anec- 
dotes” will disappear. They were to 
be replaced, it was stated, by “hu- 
merous artists” who will recite 
rhymes which tell of daily problems 
and or of a “constructive nature.”

Still, Mr. Setzler believes, their rel- 
atively high culture was a “blossom- 
ing out” of that built up by their 
Adena predecessors and new migra- 
tions from Asia. The basic culture 
traits remained the same. Both shared 
the ceremonial mound-building com- 
plex, although the Hopewell mounds 
were considerably more elaborate. 
Both peoples were primitive farmers, 
but the Hopewells were well on their 
way to a sort of “civilization.” Other 
evidences might indicate that a some- 
what distant relation of the Hope- 
well may have been the basic ele- 
ment to many diverse cultures. 


Untii quite recently the Adenas 
have remained essentially unknown. 
The principal study of them has been 
by archeologists of the University 
of Kentucky and Ohio State Museum 
—especially Drs. William S. Webb, 
Raymond §. Baby, and Charles E. 
Snow. These have made extensive in- 
vestigations of their remains in 
mounds, village sites, and Anppala- 
chian rock shelters, especially in 
eastern Kentucky. 

‘Chief knowledge in the past has 
come from excavations of burial 
mounds, like the Welcome Mound in 
West Virginia. Most of the material 
culture which was not indestructible 
was partly or completely destroyed 
by fire. Many artifacts buried with 
the dead also were destroyed by mois- 
ture or by invading tree roots. Bu- 
rials which escaped cremation often 
were made in log or bark tombs, in 
central pits. Preservation of arti- 
facts was limited almost entirely to 
stone, copper, shell, and similar in- 
destructible material. 


_ Dwellings seemingly were widely 
dispersed in any Adena community. 
There was rarely, if ever, concen- 
trated occupation of any small area. 
The result was that there were no 
deep village middens with their inti- 
mate cultural remains. Some of the 
rock shelters, however, provided deep 
ash beds which, being dry and alka- 
line, preserved some of the organic 
materials. From these shelters has 
been obtained much that is known of 
the Adena people’s way of life.

How to Pan Placer Gold 


In another article we detailed 
where one might pan gold with 
reasonable certainty of getting at 
least a few “colors.” Here we will 
attempt to tell you how to pan gold. 

In the first place, many types of 
gold pans are made, and they may 
be made of various metals. They may 
be plated with tin or copper; they 
may have been pressed from sheet 
metal or they may have been spun. 
In the latter type of manufacture, 
the sheet is placed in a lathe and 
rapidly turned against a block, usu- 
ally of hard wood, and the block 
has the shape of the gold pan in 
reverse. When a tool is held against 
this spinning sheet metal, it gradual- 
ly pushes the edge down against the 
block until it arrives at the desired 
shape, 

One advantage of the spun gold 
pan is that minute ridges parallel-

ing the lip of the pan are formed 
and these have the effect of min- 
iature ruffles and are helpful in sav- 
ing gold flakes, Some old prospectors 
take coarse sandpaper when they get 
a new pan and after thoroughly 
cleaning the pan to dispose of any 
oil or grease on it they run the 
coarse sandpaper circular-wise 
around the edge to put small grooves 
in the metal. These are to hold small 
gold flakes, 

Now you have a likely gravel bank 
or gravel and soil deposit; take about 
one shovelful of what would amount 
to a quart or quart and a half of 
gravel for a small size pan; that 1s 
a pan which is 12” in diameter or 
less, or two quarts of gravel for 
a large pan 14” to 15” in diameter. 

Fill the pan to the brim with wa- 
ter. Run your fingers through the 
gravel, breaking up any chunks of 
soil, being sure that every bit of 
material is thoroughly wet. Then dip- 
ping the pan away from you, allow 
the muddy water to run off. 

Now add clean water and stir up 
the material by hand again and con- 
tinue this until there is no more 
mud or soil to be carried off by 
washing. Now, by shaking the pan 
from side to side the larger rocks or 
stones will tend to accumulate in 





the center of the pan. With water 
covering them, lift these out and dis- 
card them. 

The reason water should cover 
them is that the surface tension of 
the water will literally drag off of 
a stone any small particle of gold 
that might be adhering. After the 
rocks, down to a half-inch in diam- 
eter, have been picked out and dis- 
carded, you are ready for the shak- 
ing operation. The pan is filled with 
water almost to the brim then with 
hands on either side of the pan it 
is shaken back and forth with short 
strokes and gradually the outside 
lip is tipped down at an angle so 
that the material tends to form a 
flat deposit from about the middle 
of the gold pan to the lip. 

Now water is again introduced, 
and this time you should have either 
a tub or a stream so that the lower 
part of the pan can be under water. 
Lift it out of the water, keeping it 
at the angle with the outside edge 
lowered and the water will drag off 
the top of your material. Continue 
this until only a teaspoon or so of 
material is left. Now get your mag- 
nifying glass and examine this con- 
centrate. You will undoubtedly see 
quite a little “black sand.” Use a mag- 
net to drag the material off and de-

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HOW TIMES 
HAVE CHANGED 


“The Old Countryman,” a newspaper 
combined with the “Irish, Scotch, 
English and Colonial Mirror,” pub- 
lished in Boston, Mass., in the 1830’s 
contained this interesting commen- 
tary on land values in Maine in its 
June 24, 1830, edition: 


To EMIGRANTS AND OTHERS 

“We have been requested to call 
the attention of Emigrants and 
others, who intend settling in the 
United States, to the immense tracts 
of excellent Land in the Eastern sec- 
tion of the Union, particularly in 
the State of Maine. By reference to 
an Advertisement, in another column, 
it will be seen that many thousand 
acres on the east and west sides of 
the Penobscot, are offered for sale. 
This land, we are informed by Mr. 
Thatcher, one of the Agents, is of 
the most fertile description, and, as 
they advance into the country, found 
to improve in quality. In fact, there 
are millions of acres of prime Land 
in that quarter, on which probably 
the foot of man has never trodden, 
opening a wide field for the industri- 
ous and the enterprising to benefit 
themselves and the country at large. 


“This land is offered at 25 cents to 
$3 per acre. Every encouragement 
will be given to sober, industrious 
families, to settle on it, as it is de- 
sirable that the country should be 
inhabited and improved. 


“At present, however, we believe, 
there is a Law of Maine, as in Mas- 
sachusetts, that Aliens cannot hold 
Real Estate. Here, at once, will be 
a death-blow to the sale and culti- 
vation of its lands. Who are to set- 
tle on them? Where are the Fifteen 
Millions of Dollars, computed to have 
been brought by Emigrants to the 
United States and the Colonies this 
Spring, to be directed? New York, 
and most of the Western and South- 
ern States can answer. The ‘Colonies 
can answer. Their noble spirit of 
liberality has offered encouragement 
and support to Settlers, and they are 
experiencing, by continually increas- 
ing prosperity, the happy result of 
their well-formed measures, 


“Who are to settle the Wilderness 
of Maine? Who to make it bud and 
blossom as the Rose? Who to call 
forth its energies, and give it the 
rank its immense territory entitles it 
to among the states of the Union? 
Is it the ten millions of inhabitants 
or their descendants that now com- 
pose the United States? Maine, alone,

is capable of containing more than 
that number of inhabitants, and have 
room to spare, and yet Maine is but 
a speck compared with the whole 
Union, There is only one way. In the 
spirit of the Pilgrims that 200 years 
ago set their feet on New England, 
give encouragement to the sober, the 
honest, and the industrious—no mat- 
ter on what portion of this little 
Earth they happened to be born. It 
is natural for men to defend their 
own, give them an opportunity to 
possess land, and there is no danger 
but they will be true to it.

The above description of the HAw- 
LEy Armorial Bearing is found in 
volumes 32 and 385 of Americana, 
Matthew’s American Armory and 
Blue Book, The Tercentenary of New 
England Families, The Hawley Rec- 
ord (1890) by Elias S. Hawley, The 
House of Hawley (1909) by E. H. 
Platt and numerous other works con- 
cerning the family. Burke’s General 
Armory (1884) lists a number of 
other Hawley Armorial Bearings for 
others of the name, but this partic- 
ular family has been prominent in 
Derbyshire, England, since the be- 
ginning of the 15th century. An 
American branch is an offshoot of 
the ancient Derbyshire family and 
comprises the descendants of three 
brothers who settled early in New 
England . . .

property in the town and there he 
made his home until his death. From 
time to time he received grants of 
land from the town, and a share in 
the division of common lands, He was 
evidently a man of education and 
ability, as he rose rapidly to a posi- 
tion of prominence in public affairs. 
From 1650 to 1666 he was the town 
recorder of Stratford. He represent- 
ed the town in the Connecticut Gen- 
eral Court thirty times in thirty-three 
years. About 1640 he married Cath- 
erine Birdseye and had issue: Sam- 
uel, Joseph, Elizabeth, Ebenezer, Han- 
nah, Ephraim, John and Mary. 

In his will, Joseph Hawley be- 
queaths land at Parwich, Derbyshire, 
England, to his som Samuel and thus 
reveals the place of his English resi- 
dence. He states: “I give to my son 
Samuel Hawley all my lands and 
buildings in Parwidge, in Darbyshere, 
old England, to him, his heirs and 
assigns.” However, the exact paren- 
tage of Joseph has not been ascer- 
tained, although an effort to search 
the English records was made. 

An article by H. T. Cory. printed 
in the Maryland Historical Magazine 
in 1939 entitled “Some Unpublished 
Hawley-Halley Data,” states there 
were at least five Hawleys who played 
important roles in the development 
of the Maryland and Virginia colo- 
nies prior to 1650. These men were 
the children of “James Hawley who 
was born in Boston, near Brintwood, 
co. Middlesex, England, in 1558 and 
died there in September of 1622. His 
first wife was Susanna, daughter of 
Richard Tuthill of Amersham, and 
she died in 1610. By her he had five 
sons and three daughters. By his sec- 
ond wife, Elizabeth Burnell, who died 
in 1621, he had three sons. At least 
five of these children came to Amer- 
ica.” 

Probably the oldest son was Jere- 
my or Jerome who was born in 1580. 
His first wife was a Miss Hawkins 
by whom he had at least three chil- 
dren - Robert, Gabriel (born 1601) 
and Judith. He had an eighth inter- 
est in Lord Calvert’s Maryland proj- 
ect and was one of the three commis- 
sioners assisting ‘Calvert in the ex- 
pedition of the “Ark” and the “Dove,” 
the ships which carried the first set- 
tlers to Maryland in 1633-4. Jerome 
was appointed Treasurer of the Col- 
ony by Charles I in 1636-7. 

Incidentally, the Ark and the Dove 
were to Maryland what the Mayflow- 
er was to Massachusetts, and just as 
descendants of the Massachusetts 


settlers may join the Mayflower So- 
ciety, so may descendants of the Ma- 
ryland expedition join the Society of 
the Ark and the Dove. 

Henry was another son of James, 
and he served for many years as 
Governor of Barbadoes. He died there 
June 8, 1679, although he visited both 
Maryland and Virginia. 

Capt. William Hawley acted as 
Deputy Governor of Barbadoes for 
several months while his brother Hen- 
ry was on a leave of absence. Capt. 
William was in Virginia early in 1644 
and was Deputy Governor of the Car- 
olinas in 1645. He died in 1654. 

James, another son of the senior 
James, did not come to America but 
died in England in 1677 without is- 
sue. However, he did yive substan- 
tial assistance to his brother Jer- 
ome’s Maryland venture. 

Two other sons were Valentine, a 
son of James by his second wife, who 
settled in the Barbadoes; and Gabriel 
who was born about 1609. 

The ancestry of James (1558-1622) 
the father of these six men mentioned, 
is carried back four generations by 
Mr. Cory. His article should be read 
in its entirety if these names are of 
interest. 

Burke’s General Armory (1884) 
ascribes the following Coat-of-Arms 
to the Hawley family seated at Brent- 
ford, co. Middlesex: “Ermine a cross 
engrailed gules.” Instead of the sal- 
tire (with the arms reaching to the 
four corners of the shield) the cross 
is drawn straight with the edges 
touching the middle of the sides, top 
and bottom of the shield. Also, note 
the variation in the colors. 


The Hawley name is found in- 
scribed on the Roll of Battle Abbey, 
as coming from Normandy with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror in 1066. The orig- 
inal list of those who came over with 
the ‘Conqueror has been: lost, and only 
copies remain—and apparently no 
two copies are identical. Leland, the 
antiquary, visited Battle and made 
a very careful copy of the roll. His 
list is unquestionably the best copy 
that exists of the famous Battle Ab- 
bey Roll (says §S. Baring-Gould). 
But the original roll that Leland 
transcribed was not faultless. It had 
been “faked” and the gaps he found 
in the roll were deliberately left so 
as to be filled in with the names of 
such families as were disposed to 
pay a price for insertion. Dugdale 
says: “Such hath been the subtility 
of some Monks of old, that finding it 
acceptable unto most to be reputed

descendants to those who were Com- 
panions with Duke William in that 
memorable Expedition, whereby he 
became Conqueror of this Realm, as 
that, to gratify them (but not with- 
out their own advantage), they in- 
serted their Names into that ancient 
Catalogue.” 

Had we the original roll we should 
be able to detect the insertions by the 
handwriting, but as it is, we can 
do so only by what we know of fam- 
ilies that rose to the surface at 
a later period, and by striking out 
such as are not named in Domesday 
or in the “Roman de Rou,” by Wace. 

The above is taken from S. Baring- 
Gould book, Family Names and Their 
Story. In a chapter entitled “The 
Roll of Battle Abbey,” he states: “We 
can not doubt that there was such a 
roll at Battle, and as the Roll is so 
often appealed to as an authority 
for the antiquity of a family, it will 
be well to look at the names that 
occur in it, At first it was a roll 
containing only the names of the 
dead whose obits had to be observed, 
and who had to be payed for by name. 
But in process of time, other names 
were added, successively, as paid for. 
It contains such obvious interpola- 
tions as Audley, Gray, Hastings, 
Hawley, Howard, Gower, and Berry.” 
(The underlining is mine). 

Under the list of names in this 
same chapter of S. Baring-Gould’s 
book we find: “Hauley, from La 
Haulle in Normandy. We do not find 
the name before the twelfth century 
when Warin de Haulla held a barony 
of eight fees in Devon. In Dart- 
mouth Church is a brass of a Haw- 
ley, a merchant (1408). possibly the 
origin of the name ‘Holley.’ ” 

However, the simplicitv of this Ar- 
morial Bearing “bespeaks_ its great 
antiquity.” 

The Coat-of-Arms translated into 
non-Heraldic terms would read: 

A green (vert) shield charged with 
a silver (argent) Cross of St. An- 
drew (saltire) [formed vy four lines, 
two drawn from the dexter (right) 
chief towards the sinister (left) base, 
and the others from the sinister chief 
towards the dexter base, meeting In 
the middle by couples in acute an- 
gles, and resembling two bends, dex- 
ter and sinister, uniting or blending 
where they cross (and that is the def- 
inition of a saltire as given in Bur- 
ke’s).] The saltire has engrailed or 
wavy edges. The crest is a right 
(dexter) arm bent at the elbow (em- 
bowed) dressed in armour of nat- 
ural color (proper) and ofnamented 
(garnished) with gold (or). In the 
hand is a spear pointing downwards 
and the spear is also of natural col- 
or (all proper). The motto is trans- 
lated: Follow me. 

The saltire, the large plain cross, 
is one of the so-called Honourable Or- 
dinaries, straight-sided figures one- 
third the width of the shield, first 
symbols used to identify men encased 
in armour. This was first adopted in 
general Heraldic use by those who 
had actually served in the Crusades. 
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The cross in any form is emblemat- 
ical of suffering, sacrifice and sorrow 
and denotes Crusader ancestry. The 
engrailed division line denotes the 
holding of large landed estates. 

The arm in armour symbolizes 
readiness for service; also, industry 
and fidelity, The spear is the emblem 
of knightly service and would signify 
devotion to honour and readiness for 
military service. Spears are some- 
times borne in allusion to the cruci- 
fixion, together with similar emblems. 

Colors are representative of the 
original bearer and are granted only 
if he be worthy. Green signifies stur- 
diness and strength, as well as hope, 
joy and loyalty in love; silver, peace 
and sincerity; gold, generosity and 
elevation of mind. 

The name is found in early records 
under numerous spellings, including: 
Hauleigh, Haylay, Haly, Haylea, Hau- 
le, Hally and Halley.

The Eighth Annual Convention of 


The Chicago Playing Card Collectors 


The eighth annual convention of 
Chicago Playing Card Collectors, Inc., 
closed out the history of another suc- 
cessful year at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel, April 10 to 12, at which time 
many interesting and unusual ex- 
hibits of single cards and decks were 
a delight to the members in attend- 
ance as well as to the many hotel 
visitors, who were attracted by the 
colorful displays. : 


Some of the unusual single card 
exhibits were: the History of Trans- 
portation as depicted on playing 
eards which included not only the 
earlier modes of transportation such 
as shoulder packs, but also mule and 
horse packs to the modern method 
of rail and truck transportation; 
famous literature from the early 
nursery rhymes to the _ scholarly 
Shakespearean plays; interesting var- 
iations in miniature and standard- 
size foreign court cards picturing 
many eminent personalities of for-

eign history and politics; World’s 
Fair cards dating from the 1893 Co- 
lumbian Exposition to the 1958 Brus- 
sels Fair; Coats of Arms of the royal 
families of England from the Victor- 
ian period; and a beautiful display 
of Persian lacquer cards of very rare 
vintage, each one mounted in its in- 
dividual gold frame. 


Unique and rare decks which made 
their first appearance this year at 
the convention were numerous and 
beautiful. A French proof deck by 
Philibert of Paris which is still in 
the process of manufacture awaiting 
a design for the back of the card at- 
tracted much interest. This is a sou- 
venir-type deck showing beautifully 
photographed scenes of the different 
provinces of France with the coat- 
of-arms of the particular province 
set in the lower left-hand corner with 
a border of gold around the entire 
card; The Court of Music of early 
1900 pictured famous composers on 


the court cards, and used in place 
of the familiar suit signs such sym- 
bols as sharps, flats, rests, whole 
notes, and the like. The “deck without 
a country” from Slovenia of 1890 
was made by the First Slovenian 
Company of Playing Cards, Inc., in 
Ljubljana, and were known as “Roy- 
al Imperial Playing Cards.” 


After World War I and the revo- 
lution in Austria-Hungary, many 
countries including Slovenia, Serbia 
and Croatia declared their independ- 
ence resulting in the present Jugo- 
Slavia, hence, the deck of cards with- 
out a country! A French piquet pack 
of 1858 issued in Paris by Freres 
illustrates on the Aces famous Bibli- 
cal stories, and the suit cards use 
medallions picturing renowned scien- 
tists on the 7’s, poets on the 8’s, 
artists on the 9’s, and “politicos” on 
the 10’s. One exhibit contained four 
beautifully illuminated decks of 
America of 1838, Belgium of 1880, 
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and France of 1890 and 1910, where- 
in gold was used profusely on ali of 
the court cards. ; 

An interesting display of Russian 
Imperial cards exhibited a deck of 
illuminated and beautiful cards which 
were issued for private use at the 
Imperial Palace during the reign of 
Nicholas II, the last of the Roman- 
ov’s. This particular pack was used 
by the Emperor of Russia, Alexan- 
der II in 1892, at Oranienbaum while 
he was there on a hunting party, and 
the exhibit included authenticity 
on this information. The earliest 
deck of cards on exhibit was an 
English geographical pack of 1675 
wherein the usual suit signs are sten- 
ciled in color and the cards are 
numbered in Roman numeyals from 
I to X. The King of each suit por- 
trays the.head of Charles II, and the 
Queen, of Catherine of Braganza. 
The heads of the Jacks differ in each 
suit. Each card contains a map and 
statistics of a different shire of 
England, the originals of which are 
to be found in Esquire Ogilby’s 
“England Exactly Described, or a 
Guide. to Travellers.” (See MHar- 
zraves, page 175). 

There were many other interesting 
exhibits which included many of the 
old favorites which are always en- 
joyed by the collectors. A very recent 
issue from the Northland pictured 
Icelandic mythology on the court 
ecards. The Transformation decks are 
always a source of pleasure and 
among these were exhibited the ‘“‘fan- 
ey” Hustling Joe deck of 1895 by the 
United States Playing Card Com- 
pany, and picturing amusing scenes 
on each card. There was the beauti- 
ful Harlequin pack designed by C. E. 
Carryl and published by Tiffany and 
Company in 1879, the lovely French 
Joan of Arc transformatigns of 1850 
which also rests in the ‘Schreiber 
Collection in the British Museum, the 
1828 pack of Olivette printed from 
wood blocks and hand colored, and 
the clever Ossiander transformations 
red ied of Vienna executed in mezzo- 
int. 

_ Historical and educational exhibit 
included such decks as: the Ameri- 
can Indian Tarots issued by August 
Petrtyl & Sons of Chicago in 1921 
which are based on Indian folklore;

ing three very important eras in the 
life of Queen Victoria dating from 
1874 to 1897; “Jeu de Cartes Musi- 
cal,” a deluxe issue of musical cards 
approved by M. Berton “de_1’Insti- 
tut” beautifully executed and highly 
colorful of 1850; the 1828 issue of 
Astrological cards published by C. 
Hodges of London, the first issue 
containing 36 cards. The second issue 
increased in number to 52 cards to 
the pack with the addition of 12 
court cards showing mythological 
figures, and suit signs were added 
which are similar to those in the 
geographical series of 1820. 

Also on exhibit were some unusu- 
ally beautiful deluxe decks, which in- 
cluded a late 19th century Czecho- 
slovakian deck with suit signs of 
Cups or Chalices, Swords, Coins, and 
Wands representing the four classes 
of people; an interesting exhibit 
showing the early development of the 
Spanish pack from 1720 to 1849 with 
full length hand-painted court cards; 
a lovely 1850 German square corner- 
ed deck of which the Aces portray 
scenes from the legends of Lohen- 
grin and Tannhauser; a highly color- 
ful German Luxury deck of the 19th 
century issued at Frankfort with the 
Spades representing Africa, the 
Hearts - Asia, the Diamonds - Eu- 
rope, and the Clubs - America; the 
Russian Soviet Issue of 1928, and 
the Anti-Religious Issue of 1935 
which is a satire on four religions. 

The unique exhibit of Kimball’s 
“Vanity Fair’ and the American 
Tobacco Company’s cigarette cards 
(also known as transformations) was 
chosen by the judges for the Grand 
Award, which incidentally will hence- 
forth be known as the Freida Clark 
Award in memory of Freida Clark, 
former conductor of this column and 
a renowned authority on the hobby 
of collecting playing cards. The Pop- 
ular Award, chosen by a vote of the 
members in attendance at the con- 
vention, was won by the exhibit on 
the History of Transportation. 

An Innovation at convention-time 
this year was the “Hall of Fame” 
wherein are exhibited all Grand 
Awards from previous years. These 
exhibits are non-competitive once 
they have been awarded the “top 
ribbon” and are retired to the Hall 
of Fame in their rightful “scene of 
glory.”

tor has used an old frying pan to 
test ground.

come an effective gold saving device. 
Set at a fairly steep angle with a 
steady flow of water running through 
it, one simply shovels the gravel 
into it allowing the water to carry 
it down over the riffles and what 
sticks in the riffles is then periodical- 
ly turned into a gold pan and the 
usual panning operation used to save 
whatever gold your riffles have caught. 
You may be surprised at what your 
gold pan may have taken from a 
shovelful of earth from your own 
yard, and at least it is all good 
exercise, so go to it.

Fabulous Thrones &@ Fabled Great 


A grandmother who creates love- 
ly little figures, furnishings, and 
items through ‘her imagination, agile 
fingers, and needle and thread, is 
Mrs. Alice Friar of Chicago. She 
makes thrones for fabled rulers and 
ancient gods and goddesses. She fash- 
ions tiny chairs for the pageantry of 
lodges. She personifies heroes, her- 
oines, and villains from the past. 

Her friends help her with bits of 
silk, discarded costume-jewelry, and 
other materials, She shops extensive- 
ly through the bargain spots of the 
city for rare and exotic items to 
lend splendor to her creations. 

The royal ruler of the continent 
Atlantis, that is said to have sunk 
in the depths of the Atlantic Ocean, 
is remembered with a throne of opal 
and amethysts, seed pearls, crystals, 
and tiny discs of copper. The ancient 
goddess of Love, Venus, has a crim- 
son velvet and satin throne adorned 
with seed pearl, gilt filigree, and a 
crest of golden cupids. 

“My mother taught me fine stitch- 
ery in my childhood,’ Mrs. Friar 
says. “Now I love to create charac- 
ters and their costumes from stories 
of the past.” 

Among these little costumed fig- 


ures which are 7” high and dressed 
to fit their stories, and their period 
in history, are Sir Walter Scott him- 
self, and his story ladies, knights, 
and lassies. Ivanhoe has his armor, 
Lady Rowena her jewels and velvet; 
Rebecca her diamonds and brocade. 
Robinhood is in his woodsman’s cos- 
tume.

THE MYSTERY OF 
MIGRATION OF BIRDS 


Some of the familiar present-day 
mass bird migrations in spring and 
autumn may stem from habit devel- 
oped during forced ebb and flow of 
avian populations in the Pleistocene 
or Ice Age,-which ended 30,000 years 
or less ago. In some way the mi- 
gratory instinct seems to have been 
built into the annual life cycle of 
the species. This thesis is discussed 
by Dr. Alexander Wetmore, Smith- 
sonian Institution research associate, 
in a publication recently issued by 
the Institution. It appears to be cor- 
roborated, he says, by the route pat- 
terns of migrations from different 
parts of North America. 

“Among the multitudes of migrants 
that come south into Central Amer- 
ica,” Dr. Wetmore says, “eastern 
and western species mix in abun- 
dance as far as southern Guatemala. 
Farther south, eastern species pre- 
dominate, and comparatively few of 
those that nest between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific coast reach 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

“The ice front of the last glacial 
period in the eastern half of North 
America extended south to Long Is- 
land, the Ohio Valley, and the Mis- 
souri River above St. Louis, with 
consequent displacement of Temper- 
ate Zone conditions far southward. 
In the west, where the ice front 
lay a relatively short distance be- 
low the United States-Canadian boun- 
dary, pressures toward the south 
would have been far less_ severe. 
Eastern species either had to cross 
the water barrier of the Gulf or to 
follow the shoreline west and south- 
west, and soetended to penetrate far- 
ther into Central America. Western 
populations on the other hand had

necessity for shifts of less extent.” 

One interesting migration, Dr. Wet- 
more says, is that of certain species 
of vireos. The red-eyed vireo breeds 
commonly over a wide area from 
British Columbia to Nova Scotia and 
south to Texas and central Florida. 
In the fall this vast group of in- 
dividuals goes south to winter in the 
upper basin of the Amazon. A close- 
ly related species, the yellow-green 
vireo, nests in the Tropics from Mex- 
ico to Panama. This bird certainly 
has no need for a seasonal migra- 
tion because of climate. But it mi- 
grates also in September and Octo- 
ber to join the red-eyes in the up- 
per Amazon. Another, the black-whis- 
kered vireo, nests in southern Flor- 
ida and the West Indies, where cold 
of changing seasons is never a prob- 
lem. But most of these birds also 
migrate into the same general re- 
gion as their relatives, 

“We may theorize,” says Dr. Wet- 
more. “that there is some tie for 
this habit back to Pleistocene cli- 
matic conditions. This appears clear 
in the case of the red-eyed vireo. 
but obscure with the others that now 
nest in regions that are tropical. It 
seems possible that during the pe- 
riod of the Wisconsin ice sheet tem- 
nerature conditions in these areas of 
the northern Tropics were so dif- 
ferent that an annual migration was 
established which now _ continues 
though there is no apparent present 
necessity for it.” 

History of the northward surges 
of bird populations may be repeat- 
ing itself today, the ornithologist 
points out. During the past century 
weather records in the Northern 
Hemisphere show a slight but steady 
advance of warmer’ temperatures 
toward the north. The shift seems to 
have been accelerated in the past 30 
years. Slowly birds are following the 
change that this brings. In Iceland 
it is reported that due to warmer 
conditions in the past 50 years, in- 
dicated by retreat of glacial ice and 
the decrease of the ice pack on the 
northern coast, seven species of birds 
have been added to the breeding pop- 
ulation. These include such diverse 
forms as the starling, short-eared 
owl, herring gull, and tufted duck. 
There also has been an increase in 
migrant species and in those that re- 
main through the winter. 

In Greenland there has been re- 
corded a more interesting instance. 
Twenty years ago there was a chance 
invasion of a flock of fieldfares, an 
Old World thrush that nests in birch 
and -coniferous forests of northern 
Europe and northwestern Siberia, 
ranging north nearly to the tree line. 
Wanderers remained in southern 
Greenland to establish a _ breeding 
colony, thus populating a land area 
quite remote from their previous 
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range. Some Greenland birds migrate 
in fall to return in spring, but the 
fieldfare, although a migrant in its 
proper home in northern Eurasia, re- 
mains a resident in southern Green- 


land, 
STRANGE MOTH 
MIGRATION 


Some of the most multitudinous 
migrations in nature pass over Barrc 
Colorado Island, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s jungle wildlife reserve ir 
the Canal Zone. They are made ur 
literally of billions of individuals. 
Nobody has fathomed where they 
come from or where they are bound. 
Compared with them in point of num- 
bers the greatest bird migrations 
seem small affairs. The migrants are 
big black-and-green moths, with a 
wing spread of one to two inches. 

Unlike birds, the migrating moths, 
which are always moving in a north- 
east direction, do not congregate in 
compact flocks, and they apnear to 
have no leadership. But each indi- 
vidual, or small group uf individuals, 
seems to be driven in one direction 
by some deep-seated instinct. Scien- 
tists visiting the area have been able 
to make very little of the phenom- 
enon.

The migrating moths belong to the 
species Urania fulgens. One theory 
is that a mass movement may be 
started by a shortage of food in their 
native jungles to the south, but for 
this there is no real evidence.
